On  motion  of  Mr.  Richards,  the  Senate  proceeded  to  the  elec- 
tion of  a  President. 

Mr.  Richards  nominated  the  Hon.  Thomas  F.  McCran,  of 
Passaic  county. 

Mr.  McGlennon  nominated  the  Hon.  William  Edwin  Florance, 
of  Middlesex  county. 
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Under  the  direction  of  the  President  pro  tempore,  the  Secre- 
tary called  the  Senate,  with  the  following  result :

Mr.  McCran,  having  received  the  majority  of  all  the  votes  cast, 
was  declared  by  the  President  ^0  tempore  duly  elected  Presi- 
dent of  the  Senate  for  the  ensuing  year,  and  was  conducted  to 
the  chair  by  Senators  Ackerson,^  Rfchards  and  Wells.  ' 

The  oath  of  office  was  administered  by  the  President  pro 
tempore. 

The  President,  on  taking  the  chair,  addressed  the  Senators  as 
follows: 

Gentlemen  of  the  Senate  : 

It  is  with  grateful  appreciation  of  the  honor  conferred  upon 
me  that  I  enter  upon  the  duties  of  President  of  this  distinguished 
body.  Ever  mindful  of  the  confidence  you  have  reposed  in  me, 
I  shall  earnestly  endeavor  to  show  my  appreciation  by  strict 
attention  to  and  faithful  discharge  of  the  duties  imposed. 

The  work  of  the  session  should  be  concluded  at  an  early  date. 

When  we  have  kept,  in  letter  and  in  spirit,  the  pledges  made  to 
the  pebple  in  our  platform,  and  have  enacted  such  legislation  as 
may  be  necessary  in  order  to  assist  our  President  and  the  na- 
tional government  in  the  prosecution  of  the  war,  we  should  then 
adjourn  at  once.    Our  sense  of  patriotism  demands  this  of  us. 

The  members  of  the  Legislature,  in  attending  at  sessions,  are 
taken  from  their  ordinary  pursuits,  which  should,  in  these  times, 
be  avoided  as  far  as  possible,  and  should  not  continue  one  day 
beyond  that  which  is  absoliitely  necessary  for  the  consideration 
of  legislation  that  is  imperatively  required. 

The  l&nitation  of  subjects  of  legislation  to  be  considered,  the 
early  repotting  of  bills  by  committees,  alnd  the  prompt  attend- 
ance at  sittings  of  the  legislature,  will  enable  us  to  expedite  our 
work,  and,  without  sacrificing  thoroughness,  introduce  the  pre- 
cedent of  business  methods  which  Governor  Edge  has  so  happily 
and  successfully  inaugurated  in  the  affairs  of  our  State. 
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The  Senate  will  be  called  to  order  punctually  at  the  hour  fixed 
for  convening,  and  I  earnestly  ask  your  hearty  co-operation  and 
active  assistance  in  the  work  that  lies  before  us. 

Again,  I  thank  you. 

Prayer  was  then  offered  by  the  Rev.  Edward  G.  Read,  D.D., 
of  Plainfield,  N.  J. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Richards,  the  Senate  then  proceeded  to  the 
election  of  a  Secretary.

The  following  message  was  received  from  the  Governor,  by 
the  hands  of  Mr.  Croasdale,  his  Secretary,  which  was  read  as 
follows ; 

GOVERNOR'S  MESSAGE. 

Gkntlemen  of  the  Legislature: 

Yuu  are  about  to  write  final  chapters  of  the  story  of  how 
our  State  Government  was  made  an  active  partner  with  indus- 
trial, commercial  and  human  energy  in  the  development  of  New 
Jersey's  wonderful  natural  resources.  It  will  be  a  vitally  inter- 
esting story.  It  will  record  the  task  of  bringing  a  State  Gov- 
ernment, a  vague  thing  as  usually  viewed,  nearer  to  the  people. 
Not  the  operation  of  an  experimental  laboratory  of  democracy, 
but  simple  adherence  to  the  old  compound  of  ordinary  business 
principles  will  be  the  general  theme.  The  story  will  picture 
government,  not  as  frequently  portrayed,  a  deterrent  to  indi- 
vidual initiative  and  enterprise,  but  as  a  helpful  agency  of  co- 
operation. Its  pages  will  show  government  operating  in  con- 
cert with  accepted  business  customs  of  directness,  dispatch, 
economy  and  efficiency,  rather  than  in  accord  with  partisan 
habits  of  lost  motion,  procrastination,  extravagance  and  mis- 
management. You  will  feel  a  sense  of  pride  as  factors  pri- 
marily responsible  for  a  rearrangement  of  public  affairs  which 
will  have  enabled  the  State  household  fully  to  measure  up  to 
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the  limitless  opportunities  of  New  Jersey,  thoroughy  to  mine 
the  rich  ore  of  its  undeveloi)ed  assets,  smoothly  to  cooperate 
with  the  Federal  Goveniment  in  that  greater  national  growth 
and  position  to  which  New  Jersey  is  entitled  by  the  importance 
of  its  geographical  situation  and  its  commercial  advantages 
among  the  States  of  the  Union. 

FUTURE  POSSIBILITIES  OP  PRESENT   WATERFRONT  DEVELOPMENT. 

It  is  essential  to  get  the  proper  atmosphere  in  order  to  keep 
the  objectives  of  a  business  form  of  State  Government  ever 
before  us.  Therefore,  I  ask  your  indulgence  while  I  defer  for 
a  moment  reference  to  immediate  legislative  needs  and  digress 
to  the  possibilities  of  the  future  New  Jersey,  to  the  entirely 
{dausiblc  results  in  years  to  come  of  progressive  steps  already 
undertaken  or  in  process  of  incubation.  For  instance,  the  crea^ 
tion  of  the  New  York-New  Jersey  Port  and  Harbor  Develop- 
ment Commission,  constituting  the  first  step  in  the  National 
partnership  in  big  things  of  New  York  and  New  Jersey. 

TtKday  this  body  is  serving  the  Federal  Government,  along 
with  Cabinet  officers  and  other  executives,  as  the  War  Board 
of  the  Port  of  New  York.  Already  the  Federal  War  Depart- 
ment is  spending  millions  on  the  acquisition  and  reclamation  of 
thousands  of  practically  idle  acres  on  the  Raritan  River  and 
Newark  Bay  so  that  they  may  be  transformed  into  gigantic 
port  terminals  calculated,  eventually,  of  course,  to  expand  New 
Jersey  commercially  and  industrially  at  the  same  time  as  such 
projects  relieve  congestion  at  the  Port  of  New  York,  the  Na- 
tional institution,  and  supply  a  very  positive  war-time  need. 
Does  not  this  reveal  the  splendid  opportunity  of  capitalizing 
our  waterfront  assets,  not  merely  as  a  war  expediency,  but 
under  all  conditions? 

EACnjTlES   NEED  OE  THE   HOUR. 

With  necessary  Federal  cooperation,  cultivation  can-  be  given 
to  New  Jersey's  commercial  and  industrial  soil  that  will  pro- 
duce a  harvest  of  benefit  to  the  whole  country.  Opportunity  in 
the  past  found  us  sleeping  at  the  switch.  We  are  obliged  to 
ask  housewives  and  business  men  and  shopkeepers  to  save  at 
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the  spigot  because  there  has  been  all  manner  of  waste  at  the 
bung  of  neglected  opportunity.  The  present  conflict  has  re- 
vealed past  folly.  Lack  of  facilities — of  transportation,  of 
shipbuilding  and  the  like — constitutes  one  of  the  chief  obstacles 
that  the  Government  must  overcome  in  the  war.  New  Jersey, 
with  her  numerous  waterfronts,  such  as  the  Raritan,  Hacken- 
sack,  Passaic  and  Delaware  Rivers  and  Newark,  New  York 
and  Delaware  Bays,  is  ready  to  provide  them  with  Federal 
encouragement.  For  miles  and  miles  north  of  the  Passaic  and 
Raritan  Rivers  the  greatest  industrial  centre  in  the  East,  honey- 
combed with  railroads  and  rivers  emptying  into  the  harbor, 
nearly  surrounded  by  valuable  waterfront  still  largely  unde- 
veloped and  situated  on  the  seaboard  at  the  greatest  gateway 
for  the  world's  commerce,  New  Jersey  is  the  logical  architect 
of  those  facilities  which  form  the  keystone  of  the  Nation  s 
mighty  arch  of  progress  and  success.  Facilities,  facilities,  and 
more  facilities,  should  be  the  aim  of  government  with  a  broad 
vision. 

I  know  of  the  opinion  which  counsels  that  public  improve- 
ment be  deferred  until  the  war  is  ended.  Frankly,  I  don't  agree 
with  it.  The  more  facilities  and  producing  power  at  home  the 
stronger  we  shall  be  in  the  trench.  France  is  pushing  her  great 
n^ilroad  tunnels  thtough  the  .mountains,  amid  the  very  iclin  of 
battle..  A  nation  is  like  a  business  in  th^t  if  it  does  not  go  for- 
ward it  goes  backward;  there  is  no  standing  still.  Expense  in 
this  connection  is  mostly  a  ghost  of  popular  prejudice,  for  when 
you  capitalize  assets,  whether  of  a  State  or  of  an  individual, 
you  don't  waste  money,  you  make  money.  Neglect  to  do  so  is 
simply  lost  opportunity,  which  in  great  part  can  never  be  re- 
gained. 

OWNERSHIP  OF  COMMERCIAL  WATERFRONT. 

To  illustrate,  when  North  Jersey's  commercial  and  indus- 
trial facilities  are  increased,  a  market  is  created  for  the  agricul- 
tural products  of  Central  and  South  Jersey;  consequently  the 
latter  sections  are  well  able  to  bear  their  share  of  the  first  cost 
in  securing  those  facilities.     Again,  I  take  it  that  one  of  the 
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ultimate  results-^f  course,  not  this  year  or  the  next — of  port 
develc^wnent  work,  will  be  the  acquisition  of  the  State's  valu- 
able commercial  waterfront  within  the  limits  of  the  Port  of 
New  York,  now  in  the  hands  of  individuals.  While  it  would 
require  considerable  money  to  finance  this,  yet  a  plan  to  lease 
it  back  to  present  owners  or  lessees  and  develop  it  uniformly 
along  modern  lines,  meeting  present  and  future  demands  for 
waterfront  facilities,  would  unquestionably  result  in  such  a  vast 
increase  in  taxable  ratables  that  first  cost  would  very  shortly 
dwindle  in  the  relative  proportion  to  State-wide  benefits  derived. 

MIIXIONS  IN   NEW   RIPARIAN   POUCY. 

And  while  considering  the  financial  aspect  it  is  most  interesting 
to  reflect  on  the  effect  of  a  progressive  waterfront  or  commercial 
policy  in  relation  to  the  State's  determination  hereafter  to  lease 
riparian  lands  instead  of  granting  them  in  fee  or  leasing  with 
conversionary  rights.  This  radical,  but  I  may  say  businesslike, 
change  in  riparian  land  administration,  was  agreed  upon  some 
months  ago,  and  I  ur^e  that  the  Legislature  provide  at  this  ses- 
sion any  further  measures  which  may  be  deemed  necessary  to 
give  the  leasing  plan  force  and  effect,  fhe  future  of  the  new 
and  sound  policy  is  fraught  with  business  ix)ssibilities.  To-day 
there  are  nearly  one  thousand  miles  of  desirable  water  frontage 
for  industrial  and  other  uses  in  this  State  not  yet  sold.  These 
lands  are  estimated  to  represent  a  present  value  of  approximately 
$22,740,800.00.  I  take  it  that  seven  per  cent,  of  estimated  value 
would  be  a  fair  basis  for  fixing  rental ;  or  in  other  words,  if  all 
riparian  lands,  instead  of  being  given  away  in  fee  at  small  sale 
price  for  the  most  part  fixed  by  the  standards  of  undeveloped 
property  were  to  be  leased  to-day,  the  State's  annual  rental  from 
this  source  would  approximate  $1,591,856.00.  This  contemplates 
a  demand  for  all  available  riparian  lands,  which,  of  course, 
IS  a  condition  that  the  future  must  determine.  But  think  of  the 
marvelous  possibilities  lying  back  of  the  joint  enterprises  of 
riparian  right  conservation  and  waterfront  development!  Is  it 
too  much  to  say  that  in  fifty  or  a  hundred  years,  by  reason  of 
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intensive  development,  our  waterfront  will  increase  in  value  a 
thousand  per  cent.,  approximating  $227,408,000.00  and  bring- 
ing in  annually  a  rental  of  $15,918,560.00?  Similar  increases 
in  value  during  a  period  even  shorter  have  not  been  infrequent 
in  seashore  resorts  and  certain  industrial  sections.  There  is 
nothing  visionary  about  this  prospect  of  rental  from  a  single 
State  source  exceeding  the  present  gross  receipts  of  State  funds 
from  every  source,  a  sum  now  of  approximately  $12,917,658.00. 
It  is  a  simple  business  proposition.  Riparian  lands  have  an  un- 
certain value  which  counsels  against  giving  them  away.  Our 
waterfront  is  there  to  be  developed.  If  a  sound  policy  of  con- 
servation is  combined  with  constructive  energy  and  enterprise, 
the  result  is  bound  to  be  such  that  the  bugaboo  of  a  State  property 
tax  for  general  purposes  will  fade  into  space  forever  and  those 
who  doubt  the  necessity  of  spending  money  in  order  to  make 
money  will  lose  their  skepticism. 

PRESENT  NEEDS — BRIEI^,  BUSINESSLIKE  SESSION. 

I  shall  now  address  you  on  present  needs,  rather  than  the  pos- 
sibilities of  wise  development. 

Much  has  been  accomplished.  The  foundation  and  superstruc- 
ture of  a  business  government  are  in  place;  now  we  must  turn 
out  the  finished  product.  Legislation  which  is  still  necessary  in 
order  to  fully  carry  out  the  program  can,  I  confidently  believe, 
be  secured  during  the  next  seven  or  eight  weeks.  You  gentlemen 
are  desirous  of  applying  businesslike  principles  to  the  technical 
machinery  of  the  Legislature  as  you  are  to  the  balance  of  the 
government  of  the  State,  and  I  need  scarcely  call  your  attention 
to  the  imperative  necessity  of  a  brief,  accurate  legislative  ses- 
sion. Businesslike  law-making  is  of  the  essence  of  business 
government. 

RIVER  TRAFFIC  PROJECTS. 

Commissions  to  supervise  the  construction  of  a  traffic  bridge 
over  the  Delaware  River,  connecting  New  Jersfey  and  Pennsyl- 
vania, and  a  tunnel  under  the  Hudson  River,  connecting  New 
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Jersey  and  New  York,  have  been  established,  appointed  and 
organized.  It  is  plainly  necessary  that  an  adequate  system  of 
financing  these  improvements  now  be  provided.  Commissions 
in  charge  of  these  projects  have  agreed  that  they  are  very 
properly  regarded  as  extensions  of  the  State  Highway  System, 
now  in  course  of  construction,  and  in  accordance  with  this  view 
I  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  any  State-wide  tax  imposed 
for  the  purpose  of  financing  the  river  traffic  improvements  should 
•ot  be  levied  until  after  taxes  sufficient  to  finance  the  road  sys- 
tem completely  have  been  levied.  In  other  words,  in  order  to 
avoid  duplication,  excessive  taxation  and  as  a  matter  of  ordinary 
business  judgment,  taxation  for  the  purpose  of  meeting  the  cost 
af  the  river  traffic  construction  should  not  begin  until  about  four 
years  hence,  when  the  highway  overland  system  shall  have  been 
financed.  In  the  meantime  it  becomes  necessary  to  negotiate  and 
oonclude  details  of  construction  with  the  States  to  be  so  con- 
nected, and,  following  that,  to  decide  mutually  on  engineering 
plans.  If,  when  this  is  all  complete,  succeeding  legislatures  be- 
lieve through  existing  conditions  that  the  tax  should  be  brought 
forward,  that  is  a  matter  of  simple  legislative  action.  The  bills 
recommended  provide  the  method.  Of  necessity  future  legisla- 
tures must  decide  on  the  time.  General  Goethals,  the  State 
Engineer,  has  estimated  the  cost  of  the  two  river  traffic  improve- 
ments at  $24,000,000.00,  which  makes  New  Jersey's  share  $12,- 
000,000.00,  or  less  than  the  cost  of  the  highway  system.  These 
figures,  considered  in  a  comparative  way,  indicate  what  possi- 
bilities exist  for  developing  and  capitalizing  the  natural  resources 
of  New  Jersey,  through  a  businesslike  and  equitable  method  of 
financing,  without  imposing  any  sudden  or  severe  burden  upon 
property  or  people.  I  confidently  believe  that  after  the  road  con- 
struction has  progressed  for  a  year  or  more  the  payment  plan 
will  be  found  so  eminently  fair  and  easy  to  sustain  and  the  bene- 
fits of  good  roads  so  great  and  plainly  visible  that  the  State  will 
be  not  only  willing,  but  eager,  for  further  expansion  along  the 
same  lines. 
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STATE  INSTITUTIONS — PENAL,  CORRECTIONAL  AND  OTHERWISE. 

A  commission  has  worked  for  the  past  year  investigating 
penal  and  correctional  institutions  of  the  State  with  a  view  to 
their  permanent  betterment.  Another  commission  has  similarly 
labored  with  regard  to  State  institutions  other  than  penal  and 
correctional.  Now,  it  is  of  paramount  importance  that  legisla- 
tion be  enacted,  based  upon  the  reports  submitted  by  these  two 
commissions,  designed  to  centralize  responsibility  and  thus 
remedy  ills  of  administration,  management  and  control  and  to 
solve,  in  a  practical  way,  the  problems  of  prison  labor  and  institu- 
tional economy  and  efficiency.  At  least  two  successful  experi- 
ments with  reformatory  labor  in  this  State  must  act  as  a  stimu- 
lus to  the  latter  task.  One,  the  building  of  the  Georgetown- 
Wrightstown  road,  leading  to  Camp  EHx,  and  the  other  the  culti- 
vation of  State-owned  land  in  Hunterdon  County,  which  resulte<J 
in  a  farm  output  upon  which  a  net  profit  of' $10,000.00  was 
realized. 

OBLIGATIONS  AT  HOME. 

There  is  very  good  reason  why  we  should  pay  particular  atten- 
tion to  the  bettierment  of  our  State  institutions  durihg  this  period 
of  stress.  The  war  in  whidh  we  are  engaged  is  one  for  liberty', 
independence  and  tiviliz'atiori.  While  we  are  fighting'  for  these 
things  in  a  fundamential,  World-Wide  sense,  we  cannot  afford  to 
neglect  vital  and  important  interests  such  as  the  support  of  chari- 
ties at  home,  and  the  proper  care  of  helpless  ones  within  our 
borders.  Special  efforts  must  be  made  to  provide  better  facilities 
and  more  relief  for  dependents,  and  I  know  of  no  more  effective 
way  to  bring  this  about  than  through  the  reorganization  of  our 
institutional  system  along  businesslike  lines.  The  war  will  end 
some  day.  Then  we  will  need  experienced,  coordinated 
eleemosynary  activities  in  order  to  effectively  and  economically 
cope  with  conditions.  T    ^ 

Pertinent  to  this  is  the  thought  that  perhaps  our  law  should  be 
more  considerate  of  those  unfortunates  bom  out  of  wedlock.    I 
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have  thought  that  a  plan  whereby  such  children  would  be  made 
the  lawful  issue  of  the  father  for  the  purpose  of  inheritance  and 
the  father  prohibited  from  cutting  them  off  by  will  or  from  proi>- 
crty  of  which  he  shall  have  become  seized  during  their  minority, 
would  not  be  out  of  harmony  with  the  principles  of  justice.  Of 
course,  such  a  plan  should  also  contain  very  effective  safeguards 
against  blackmail.  That  is  a  detail.  The  important  thing  is  that 
something  practical  be  done  to  protect  the  innocent  in  illegiti- 
macy. 

CIVIL  SERVICE  REFORM. 

Efficiency  experts  have  been  inquiring  into  the  conditions  and 
regulations  surrounding  ^tate  and  municipal  employees  under 
the  direction  of  a  new  Civil  Service  Commission  established  with 
a  view  to  making  progress  in  this  important  detail  of  the  State's 
business.  A  report  will  be  submitted  to  you  4cai[ing  with  the 
standardization  of  salaries,  qualifications,  hours  of  employment 
and  rules  for  promotion  in  the  service,  and  I  urge  that  legislation 
be  enacted  conscientiously  following  the  recommendations  thus 
made  in  the  interest  of  a  merit  system  that  will  sturdily  withstand 
all  corrupting  influences.  The  legislation  should  be  broad  enough 
to  encourage  efficiency  in  State  service  by  providing  an  equal 
opportunity  for  all.  As  a  means  of  meeting  a  very  positive  con- 
dition, the  necessity  for  higher  wages  and  salaries  in  order  to 
meet  the  unusual  cost  of  living  must  enter  into  this  question,  not 
as  a  part  of  our  fixed  relations  between  the  State  and  its  em- 
ployees, but  as  a  temporary  expedient.  I  believe  the  solution  lies 
in  a  percentage  bonus,  granted  in  the  budget  from  year  to  year 
tmtil  the  living  crisis  is  over.  In  the  meantime  employees  should 
be  properly  classified  through  the  contemplated  standardization 
plan. 

FUNDAMENTAL   CHANGE  IN  FINANCIAL  POLICY. 

Financial  methods  in  the  State  business  require  the  same  con- 
stant attention  that  they  receive  in  the  sound  private  business. 
It  is  important  that  they  be  made  to  conform  to  those  standards 
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which  the  lessons  of  experience  teach.  You  know  of  the  present 
prosperous  condition  of  the  Treasury.  Despite  large  sums  of 
money  advanced  to  the  Federal  Government  and  also  the  con- 
tinually increasing  cost  of  operating  all  business  establishments, 
private  or  public,  the  State  Treasury  showed  a  clear,  net  balance 
at  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year  in  October  last  of  $2,458,591.28, 
which  was  $602,287.41  in  excess  of  the  balance  over  and  above 
all  obligations  of  $1,856,303.87  the  year  previous,  and  six  hun- 
dred and  fifty  per  cent,  more  than  the  public  purse  at  the  end  of 
the  next  previous  administration  of  19 13.  Our  income  in  No- 
vember and  December  last,  the  first  two  months  of  the  current 
year,  shows  an  increase  of  one  htmdred  per  cent,  over  the  same 
two  months  of  1916.  We  can  boast  of  a  larger  free  balance  \m 
the  Treasury  to-day  than  at  any  time  within  the  history  of  the 
State.  Many  precautions  are  being  taken,  nevertheless,  ta 
conserve  the  public  funds  and  to  make  the  State's  business  a 
profitable  business.  Departmental  heads  and  commissions,  sitting 
frequently  as  a  board  of  directors,  exchange  with  the  Executive 
helpful  views  looking  to  efficiency  and  good  of  the  service.  The 
State  House  Commission,  meeting  frequently,  has  already  set  in 
motion  plans  for  strict  economy  in  stationery,  postage,  telephone 
and  telegraph  charges  and  other  common  sources  of  neglect  and 
waste  in  the  State  offices.  Much  progress  has  been  made.  Yet 
there  must  be  no  tempering  of  the  vigilance.  I  feel  very  strongly 
the  necessity  for  legislation  providing  that  all  revenue-earning  de- 
partments, boards,  commissions  and  institutions  of  the  State,  in- 
stead of  applying  this  revenue  to  maintenance  or  other  expenses,  as 
now  provided,  shall  turn  the  money  into  the  State  Treasury, 
where  it  will  be  checked  out  when  and  for  such  purposes  only  as 
appropriations  authorized  in  the  usual  way  may  provide.  My 
view  is  that  this  will  be  found  a  more  economical,  as,  of  course, 
it  is  a  more  businesslike,  method. 

TAXATION. 

The  question  of  taxation  or  rather  its  inequalities  is  becoming, 
as  governmental  costs  ascend,  more  and  more  serious. 
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Money,  of  course,  must  be  raised  for  these  purposes,  but  care- 
ful research  and  inquiry  should  be  made  to  equalize  the  burden. 
It  is  my  conviction  that  every  department  of  the  State  govern- 
ment should  give  careful  thought  to  the  possibility  of  making 
consistent  and  proper  charges  for  services  rendered  to  the  public, 
that  those  especially  benfited  by  State  activities  should  pay  for 
such  service,  and  thus  a  State  government  would  distribute  the 
tax  burden  where  it  more  properly  belongs,  instead  of  the  hit-or- 
miss  plan  of  too  much  general  and  property  tax.  This  is  the 
natural  outcome  of  a  business  government,  and  is  a  subject  I 
have  already  opened  with  various  departments  and  is  already 
well  developed  in  the  Department  of  Labor!  I  shall  have  more 
to  suggest  on  this  subject  later. 

CHANGING   THE    FISCAL   YEAR. 

As  a  proposition  to  bring  about  more  intelligent  State  financ- 
ing, I  invite  your  attention  to  the  suggestion  that  our  fiscal  year 
for  the  State  be  changed  so  that  it  will  begin  on  July  first  rather 
than  November  first,  as  now.  There  are  several  reasons  which 
strongly  commend  such  a  change.  First  the  Executive  and  legis- 
lators could  provide  for  a  budget  with  better  knowledge  of  con- 
ditions as  they  will  exist  during  the  time  that  the  funds  are 
needed,  and  therefore  with  far  greater  intelligence,  if  the  money 
were  to  be  expended  at  a  period  beginning  within  a  short  time 
after  the  close  of  the  average  legislative  session,  rather  than 
practically  six  months  or  a  year  hence.  Secondly,  some  of  the  ap- 
propriations which  the  Administration  is  called  upon  to  authorize 
are  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  new  buildings  in  connection 
with  State  institutions,  and  manifestly  it  is  almost  impossible  to 
judge  a  year  in  advance,  not  only  of  what  the  needs  of  institu- 
tions will  be  with  reference  to  additional  facilities,  but  also  to 
judge  the  amount  of  money  which  will  be  required  for  bnilding 
constructions;  and  consideration  must  be  given  to  the  fact  that 
considerable  time  is  necessary  in  order  to  prepare  specifications 
and  plans  and  arrange  for  actual  building  even  after  an  appro- 
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priation  is  authorized.  Again,  with  a  fiscal  year  beginning  July 
1st,  the  anomaly  of  the  legislators  providing  for  the  expenses  of 
the  State  government  during  a  period  when  they  are  not  in 
charge  of  the  government  is,  to  a  large  extent,  avoided.  Such 
a  fiscal  year  would  run  concurrently  with  the  present  school 
fiscal  year  and  also  with  the  Federal  fiscal  year.  I  respectfully 
recommend  legislation  to  this  end,  and  am  discussing  this  and 
other  financial  changes  in  more  detail  in  my  message  accompany- 
ing the  budget. 


EXTENDED  HOME  RULE  AND  LOCAL  OPTION. 

Last  year  the  Legislature  greatly  extended  the  power  of  home 
rule  in  the  municipalities  of  our  State  and  thus  relieved  future 
legislatures  of  much  detail  labor.  At  the  same  time,  as  a  result 
of  providing  this  broader  jurisdiction  in  law-making  to  munici- 
palities, a  mass  of  statutes  thereby  rendered  useless  were  re- 
pealed. There  should  be  further  legislation  along  these  identi- 
cal lines  this  year.  New  Jersey  municipalities  are  capable 
of  the  fullest  measure  of  home  rule,  and  it  is  sheer  waste  af 
time  and  energy  to  oblige  municipalities,  which  term  includes 
counties  as  well,  to  apply  to  the  Legislature  every  time  it  is 
desired  to  take  action  which  the  municipalities  arc  entirely  capaWe 
of  taking  on  their  own  initiative  and  which  is  in  harmony  with 
constitutional  principles.  In  addition,  the  home  rule  principle 
must  be  extended  to  the  excise  question  in  order  that  munici- 
palities which  are  entrusted  with  self-government  in  other  mat- 
ters may  also  be  entrusted  with  self-government  in  the  matter  of 
liquor  licenses ;  and,  following  the  Republican  party's  pledge  to  the 
people,  I  urge  the  passage  of  a  four-square  local  option  bill.  It 
will  be  wise  in  this  connection  to  give  careful  consideration  to 
regulation  in  the  matter  of  excise  privileges  as  well.  In  this  way, 
where  a  municipality  votes  under  the  home  rule  principle  for 
excise,  some  further  control  could  likewise  be  secured. 
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MUNICIPAL  GOVERNMENT — CITY  MANAGER  PI*AN. 

Closely  associated  with  home  rule  legislation  is  the  subject  of 
municipal  government  generally.  New  Jersey  has  a  commission 
government  act,  and  this  has  been  adopted  by  a  number  of  cities 
which  have  found  the  new  form  of  government  a  vast  improve- 
ment over  the  old  councilmanic,  or  representative  form.  The 
only  criticism  I  hear  does  not  counsel  going  back  to  the  old  form, 
but  rather  extending  the  commission  principle.  For  instance,  it 
is  contended,  first,  that  the  very  small  commission  made  neces- 
sary by  the  fact  that  individual  members  of  the  governing  body 
act  as  heads  of  departments,  gives  the  city  often  a  smaller  board 
than  is  necessary  to  secure  representation  of  all  of  the  elements 
of  the  city;  and,  secondly,  that  the  commission  plan  providing 
no  adequate  executive,  because  of  the  fact  that  every  commis- 
sioner is  supreme  in  his  own  department,  inter-departmental  con- 
flicts arc  likely  to  arise,  especially  over  appropriations,  the  in- 
terests of  the  city  as  a  whole  often  suffering  because  each  depart- 
ment is  pulling  for  itself.  The  remedy  suggested  in  connection 
with  this  criticism  is  the  so-called  City  Manager  plan,  whereby  the 
commission  itself,  which  in  that  case  need  not  be  limited  to  three 
or  five  members,  instead  of  distributing  its  power  among  its 
own  members  for  administrative  purposes,  acts  only  in  a  legis- 
lative capacity  and  controls  administration  through  a  single  ap- 
pointive executive — City  Manager — who  in  turn  controls  the 
various  departments  of  the  city  government.  Of  course,  no  such 
State-wide  legislation  would  be  necessary  if  home  rule  legislation 
were  sufficiently  flexible  to  permit  cities  to  have  the  City  Manager 
plan  by  special  home  rule  charters,  as  in  the  case  of  California, 
Colorado  and  Arizona.  However,  I  am  here  referring  to  the 
subject,  not  with  any  special  recommendation,  but  merely  with 
the  idea  that  it  may  be  found  desirable  for  this  matter  to  have 
our  mutual  attention.  Laws  permitting  the  adoption  of  the  City 
Manager  form  are  in  operation  now  in  Massachusetts,  Virginia, 
Ohio,  Kansas,  Idaho,  Montana,  South  Dakota  and  North 
Carolina.     It  is  not  a  mere  experiment  in  theory,  and  I  am 
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heartily  in  favor  of  permitting  cities  to  adopt  any  form  of 
government  which  meets  local  conditions  and  local  wishes.  Self- 
government  is  the  secret  of  good  government. 

NECESSITY    FOR   RURAI.   POLICE. 

For  years  in  this  State  the  issue  of  a  State-directed  and  con- 
trolled police  system  has  been  a  football  of  politics.  No  doubt 
this  has  been  due  largely  to  the  popular  impression,  gained 
years  ago,  that  a  State  Constabulary,  so-called,  could  mean 
nothing  else  but  an  organization  instituted  by  the  Government 
for  the  purpose  of  bulldozing  and  roughriding  Labor  in  its  con- 
troversies with  Capital.  There  never  was  a  time  in  the  history 
of  the  State  when  rural  police  protection  was  more  imperatively 
necessary  than  it  is  to-day,  and  it  seems  to  me  that  it  is  our 
duty  to  face  this  question  courageously,  regardless  of  the  con- 
sequences of  popular  misunderstanding,  and  to  invite  citizens 
to  look  upon  the  subject  not  as  a  conspiracy  against  any  par- 
ticular class,  but  without  prejudice  and  traditional  opposition  as 
one  of  vital  concern  to  many  sections  and  all  interests  in  New 
Jersey. 

New  Jersey  is  a  thickly  populated  State.  Its  problems  are 
both  similar  to  and  different  from  those  of  Pennsylvania  and 
New  York.  The  rapidly  increasing  population  in  suburban 
sections — that  is  beyond  town  and  city  limits — needs  protection 
to-day  more  than  ever  because  of  the  abnormal  conditions.  Un- 
fortunate instances  which  have  occurred  both  before  and  since 
the  beginning  of  war  strongly  indicate  this  necessity.  Indus- 
trial plants  and  industrial  sections  likewise  require  such  protec- 
tion, in  addition  to  the  local  communities,  because  of  the  fact 
that  our  manufacturers  are  turning  out  many  of  the  supplies 
needed  by  the  Government  and  her  Allies  for  the  war.  Local 
police  forces  are  necessarily  inadequate  for  this  function  because 
of  the  location  of  many  plants  outside  of  city  limits.  I  am 
frank  to  say  that  I  believe  a  properly  regulated  and  directed 
State  Police  Force  can  be  established  under  wisely  formulated 
legislative  regulations  and  restrictions,  which  will  be  adequate  to 
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provide  such  proper  protection  and  yet  not  be  subject  to  such 
abuses  as  are  commonly  anticipated  and  against  which  the  public 
is  amply  warranted  in  demanding  safeguards.  It  is  the  duty  of 
the  Legislature  to  provide  some  practical  method  of  rural  police 
protection  under  State  control.  The  form  which  this  should  tak^ 
is  a  matter  for  legislative  consideration. 

EirlMINATlON   OF   TOLL   BRIDGES. 

The  task  of  eliminating  toll  bridges,  which  are  undemocratic 
and  relics  of  a  past  day,  should  be  continued  vigorously,  and  to 
this  end  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Legislature  to  continue  the  Com- 
mission appointed  for  the  purpose  and  to  see  that  it  is  sufficiently 
equipped  with  funds  for  the  work. 

CORPORATION   LAW   REVISION. 

With  a  view  to  further  attracting  legitimate  business  to  New 
Jersey,  and  yet  taking  care  not  to  open  the  doors  to  corporate 
fraud,  there  should  be  an  additional  modification  of  our  exist- 
ing corporation  laws.  The  last  Legislature  found  that  New 
Jersey,  entirely  without  reason,  was  limping  under  corporation 
restrictions  which  did  not  conform  at  all  to  the  Clayton  Act  of 
the  Federal  Government,  thus  creating  an  atmosphere  of  busi- 
ness imcertainty  and  penalizing  the  State  unnecessarily.  This 
was  remedied.  Since  then  other  defects  have  been  found  and 
these  should  likewise  be  remedied  to  the  end  that  New  Jersey 
may  offer  a  hospitaWe  field  for  legitimate  business  while  not 
forfeiting  any  of  the  safeguards  against  frenzied  and  unscrupu- 
lous financiers. 

state's  attitude  toward  BUSINESS. 

I  submit,  as  a  general  proposition,  that  the  attitude  of  a  State 
government  toward  business  corporations  should  be  judicial. 
By  that  I  mean  it  should  be  fair,  sound,  dispassionate,  free 
alike  from  the  sinister  influences  of  organized  capital  corrupted 
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and  the  destructive  prejudices  of  that  school  which  misjudges 
all  corporation  business  by  the  abuses  of  some.  We  should  con- 
sider that  corporations,  large  and  small,  are  feeling  the  pinch  of 
the  high  cost  of  living,  of  materials  and  of  labor  in  the  same  de- 
gree as  individual  business  men.  Moreover,  wise  public  regula- 
tion prevents  certain  classes  of  corporations  from  arbitrarily 
shifting  the  burden  of  higher  costs  to  the  shoulders  of  the  ulti- 
mate consimier  as  unregulated  business  is  doing.  Conditions  to- 
day are  no  respecters  of  business  because  it  is  big.  We  must  keep 
our  minds  open,  therefore,  and  be  as  ready  to  assist  the  corpor- 
ation business,  especially  under  State  regulation,  in  the  solu- 
tion of  financial  economies  and  other  emergency  problems,  as 
we  are  the  small  business  or  the  consumer  or  patron  not  under 
State  or  Federal  control.  Perhaps  such  an  attitude  will  re- 
quire courage  since  it  flies  in  the  face  of  popular  prejudice. 
But  there  is  not  a  single  interest  in  a  community  which  may  be 
im justly  penalized  without  the  injury  spreading  to  other  inter- 
ests. Popular  prejudice  is  a  contagious  disease.  One  function 
of  sound  government  is  to  equalize  the  poison  by  adopting*  the 
square  deal  policy. 

UMIT  ON  AMOUNT  AND  USE  Oi^  CAMPAIGN  ^XreNDlTUREfi. 

Wanton  w^te  of  money  in  political  campaigns  demands  im- 
mediate legtdative  attention.  New  Jersey's  Corrupt  Practices 
Act  is  effective  as  far  as  it  goes,  bat  it  does  not  go  far 
enough.  True,  a  candidate  is  limted  in  his  expenses,  and  his 
committee  must  give  an  accounting  of  moneys  received  and  dis- 
bursed, but  the  loophole  is  found  in  the  fact  that  there  is  noth- 
ing to  prevent  a  candidate's  friends  from  spending  as  much  as 
they  like  in  his  behalf.  This  opportimity  for  circumvention  has 
led  to  excessive  campaign  extravagances  in  the  past,  from  all 
political  sides.  Unless  promptly  curbed  these  are  apt  to  lead  to 
money  corruption  and  a  popular  contempt  for  the  ballot.  I  re- 
spectfully suggest  that  the  remedy  be  applied  through  an  amend- 
ment to  the  Corrupt  Practices  Act,  further  restricting  contribu- 
tions and  also  the  uses  to  which  they  may  be  put  in  political 

* 
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propaganda.  Such  restrictions  should  be  upon  the  candidate's 
friends  as  well  as  upon  the  candidate  himself,  and  an  expendi- 
ture of  money  by  them  in  excess  of  the  legal  limit  should  have 
the  effect  of  rendering  the  expendor  liable  for  a  misdemeanor 
and  likewise  forfeiting  the  right  of  the  candidate  to  take  office, 
in  all  cases  except  where  there  was  evidence  of  a  conspiracy  to 
violate  the  law  deliberately  to  keep  a  political  opponent  out  of 
office.  In  other  words,  the  expenditure  of  more  than  a  certain 
amount  in  the  interest  of  a  candidate  or  party,  no  matter  who 
spends  it,  should  be  prohibited.  My  thought  is  that  $25,000.00 
in  a  State  candidacy  and  $5,000.00  in  a  county  candidacy  would 
be  regarded  as  a  fair  maximum  to  be  contributed  in  total  by  the 
candidate  and  by  his  friends  in  his  behalf.  Certainly  such  sums 
would  not  be  fotmd  inadequate  if  the  uses  to  which  campaign 
money  is  put  were  further  regulated.  Intelligent  newspaper 
advertisements,  discussion  of  issues  at  public  meetings  and  per- 
sonal mailed  appeals  are  far  more  effective  than  gaudy  billboard 
posters,  meaningless  pictures  on  telegraph  poles  or  the  popularly 
ignored  circular  that  litters  the  front  yard.  The  latter  methods 
should  be  absolutely  prohibited  in  an  amendment  to  the  Corrupt 
Practices  Act,  which  amendment  would  prove  more  effective 
than  the  so-called  highway-marring  bill  of  the  last  session.  When 
the  law  supervises  or  circumscribes  campaign  expenditures  in  a 
practical  way  it  will  be  found  possible  to  limit  campaign  expendi- 
tures to  sums  within  reason  and  within  the  price  of  the  average 
man.  Then  again,  it  would  prove  a  great  deterrent  if  campaign 
expenditures  were  published  before  a  primary  and  an  election 
instead  of  afterward.  In  simultaneous  action  on  both  propo- 
sitions, therefore,  lies  the  solution. 

REDUCING  BISECTION  OPERATING  EXPENSES. 

I  think  everyone  agrees  that  considerable  money  can  be  saved 
on  the  actual  physical  operation  of  elections.  The  suggestion 
has  been  made  that  a  long  step  in  this  direction  could  be  taken 
by  arrangement  to  conduct  elections  in  public  schoolhouses.  In 
addition  to  the  saving  of  expense  of  rental,  such  a  proposition 
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would  tend  to  heighten  the  tone  of  elections,  removing  them  fur- 
ther from  degrading  environment  and  placing  them  on  the  plane 
conceived  by  the  framers  of  the  Constitution.  Elections  are 
strictly  of  an  educational  character,  the  fundamentals  of  civil 
government,  and  I  cannot  imagine  a  more  proper  use  for  a  pub- 
lic school  building  on  a  day  that  is  by  law  a  legal  holiday.  It 
seems  to  me  that  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Legislature  to  seek  counsel 
of  public  school  administrators  in  the  State  for  the  purpose  of 
finding  out  how  these  arrangements  may  be  made  in  a  practical 
and  satisfactory  way. 

If  our  experience  with  public  school  buildings  as  polling  places 
were  to  be  found  satisfactory,  the  next  logical  step  would  be  to 
secure  the  services  of  our  public  school  teaching  forces  as  elec- 
tion officers,  of  course  with  compensation  additional  to  that 
granted  for  teaching  duties.  I  fail  to  see  anything  inconsistent 
or  impractical  in  commandeering  the  brains  and  training  of  our 
public  school  instructors  in  the  highly  important  task  of  honestly 
conducting  our  elections  and  accurately  interpreting  our  complex 
election  laws. 

Further  election  law  changes  I  propose  discussing  in  a  later 
message. 

AMPUI^ICATION   OF   COMPENSATION   LAW. 

As  conditions  change,  the  necessity  of  paying  constant  atten- 
tion to  our  Workmen's  Compensation  Act  and  its  practical  opera- 
tion will  be  recognized.  The  Compensation  Bureau  established 
in  the  Department  of  Labor  should  be  clothed  with  power  to 
decide  disputes,  rather  than  merely  persuade  toward  compro- 
mise and  thus  sometimes  fail  to  avoid  needless  and  costly  litiga- 
tion. Furthermore,  there  is  need  of  legislation  looking  to  the 
interests  of  the  State  with  reference  to  the  disposition  of  com- 
pensation in  the  case  of  the  death  of  persons  without  dependents 
or  known  beneficiaries.  In  fact,  this  is  only  reasonable.  Unlike 
most  States,  the  insurance  carriers  are  not  required  to  compete 
with  a  State  Insurance  Fund,  but  practically  all  the  business  of 
the  State  is  divided  among  them  with  a  supervision  of  rates  by 
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the  rating  bureau.  The  adjustment  of  claims  arising  under  the 
operation  of  the  Workmen's  Compensation  Law  is  certainly  a 
part  of  the  necessary  administration  of  this  act,  and  in  my  judg- 
ment it  appears  to  be  a  reasonable  and  proper  charge  to  be  divided 
among  the  insurance  carriers  and  self-insurers  operating  in  the 
State.  Under  the  operation  of  the  act,  where  a  worker  dies  with- 
out dependents  the  only  charge  upon  the  carrier  is  for  funeral 
expenses  in  the  amount  of  $100.00.  If  a  law  were  enacted  which 
would  require  the  payment  of  the  sum  of  $400.00  in  addition  to 
the  burial  charges,  by  the  insurance  carrier,  or  self -insurer,  into 
the  Treasury  of  the  State  where  a  worker  dies  under  these  cir- 
cumstances a  sufficient  sum  would  be  raised  thereby  to  defray  the 
entire  expenses  of  the  Workmen's  Compensation  Aid  Bureau, 
and  at  the  same  time  the  insurance  carrier  or  self-insurer  would 
have  been  required  to  pay  $1,100.00  less  than  would  have  been 
the  case  if  the  worker  had  only  one  dependent. 

LABOR  DEPARTMENT  REVENUE. 

There  are  a  number  of  other  features  connected  with  the  activi- 
ties of  the  Department  of  Labor  which  it  would  appear  reason- 
able to  consider  as  a  charge  against  concerns  immediately  affected. 
For  instance,  I  believe  a  fee  ought  to  be  required  for  special 
engineering  service  involving  the  approval  of  plans  for  new,  or 
alterations  to  old,  factory  buildings,  and  also  for  certificates  of 
approval  for  work  performed  by  contractors  which  require  addi- 
tional time  for  reinspection.  Such  a  policy,  I  am  informed, 
would  yield  about  $8,000.00  additional  revenue  annually.  Again 
there  is  a  genuine  need  for  legislation  requiring  the  inspection 
of  boilers  within  a  reasonable  classification  and  this  work  should 
be  performed  on  a  fee  basis  in  sufficient  amount  to  make  a 
revenue  large  enough  to  defray  expenses  of  the  work. 

Revenue  derived  from  the  licensing  of  engineers  and  fire- 
men besides  the  proposed  legislation  for  boiler  inspection;  the 
proposed  revenue  to  be  derived  from  the  approval  of  plans  and 
certificates  of  approval  of  work  to  be  performed;  and  the 
revenue  derived  under  the  proposed  method  of  administrating 
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th€  workmeaa's  compensation  laws  and  other  sources  of  income 
such  as  the  licensing  of  explosive  niagazines,  should  make  a 
total  of  about  $95,000.00  per  year  out  of  a  total  Labor  Depart- 
ment appropriation  of  $150,000.00.  This  would  certainly  seem 
to  be  in  line  with  a  businesslike  administration  of  the  State's 
affairs. 

HEALTH    INSURANCE  SYSTEM. 

I  desire  to  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  a  legislative 
commission  appointed  to  investigate  social  insurance  problems 
in  New  Jersey  has  reported  in  favor  of  this  State  adopting  and 
organizing  a  comprehensive  system  of  health  insurance.  In 
my  judgment  this  question  is  on  a  par  with  workmen's  com- 
pensation insurance  and  it  fully  deserves  your  most  careful  con- 
sideration. The  amazing  number  of  army  rejections  on  account 
of  physical  disability,  as  well  as  other  conditions,  emphasize 
the  increasing  demand  of  industry  upon  physical  endurance.  In 
order  to  conserve  the  physical  vigor  of  our  people  through  the 
prompt  and  sure  relief  of  economic  distress  due  to  sickness  as 
well  as  through  stimulation  of  preventive  action  in  our  indus- 
tries, it  seems  to  me  most  important  to  consider  ways  and 
means  of  establishing  a  health  insurance  system,  probably  under 
the  supervision  of  the  State  Department  of  Labor  on  a  basis 
where  it  will  be  supported  and  managed  by  those  directly  con- 
cerned as  in  the  case  of  workmen's  comlpensatioa  Obviously, 
such  a  s)rstem  would  automatically  provide  medical  care  and 
health  instruction  so  that  the  plan  would  be  both  curative  and 
preventive.  Manifestly,  under  these  certain  conditions,  it  would 
be  of  mutual  benefit  to  employer  and  wage-earner. 

HASTENING  STATE  HIGHWAY  BUIU>ING. 

Organization  is  now  completed  for  the  administration  of  the 
State  Highway  System  and  the  actual  building  of  the  roads 
must  be  facilitated  in  every  way.  One  way  is  legislation  en- 
abling counties  to  borrow  the  funds  for  building  roads  prior 
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to  the  time  provided  in  the  Highway  Cofnmissioii's  sdiedule  in 
anticipation  of  subsequent  reimbursement  from  the  State  road 
money,  to  be  raised  by  taxation.  Another  way  is  to  leave  in 
the  discretion  of  the  Highway  Commission  certain  matters  which 
would  have  a  very  vital  bearing  on  the  extent  to  which  "war 
prices"  and  the  mounting  cost  of  all  construction  materials  will 
affect  the  estimated  total  cost  of  the  highway  system;  for 
instance,  the  questions  as  to  what  bridges  shall  be  widened  to 
the  width  of  the  paved  road  and  what  grade  crossings  shall  be 
eliminated.  I  respectfully  urge  prompt  l^islation  covering  both 
of  these  important  subjects. 

Undoubtedly  increased  cost  of  all  types  of  construction  will 
greatly  raise  the  expense  of  installing  the  new  highway  system, 
but  it  is  questionable  if  former  cost  prices  will  ever  return.  At 
any  rate,  a  postponement  of  this  much-needed  business  asset 
umild  simply  retard  progress  in  all  directions,  including  the 
immediately  vital  one  of  military  preparedness.  Improved  high- 
ways are  so  essential  in  every  respect  that  dday  should  not  be 
oountenanced  on  &ny  pretext  Immediate  activity  in  rebtdldiing 
or  repairing,  however,  diottld  be  confined  to  the  main  tnmk  line 
arteries.  Never  has  the  country  faced  a  period  when  further 
means  of  transportation  were  more  necessary  than  toKlay. 
Organization  by  the  State  Highway  Commission  of  their  own 
construction  department  should  greatly  reduce  normal  expenses 
of  road  construction;  in  fact,  tihis  already  has  been  demonstrated 
by  the  experimental  road  building  from  Georgetown  to  Camp 
Dix,  wherein  tke  Highway  Departim»t,  as  its  own  contractor, 
and  with  reformatory  ininates  for  labor,  has  been  able  to  effect 
a  saving  of  twenty^five  per  cent  over  the  estimated  contractual 
cost  of  the  undertaking. 

POOD — Fimi.  ADMINISTRATION — ^PISHERIKS — MUNICIPAL  l^OOD 

DEPOTS. 

Inexcusably  high  prices  for  foodstuffs  have  created  an  eco- 
nomic condition,  aggravated  by  the  war,  which  demands  that 
the  question  of  food  and   fuel  conservation  and  price-control

have  a  very  large  share  of  legislative  attention.  In  the  inter- 
est of  cheaper  fish,  as  one  solution  of  the  problem  in  providing 
substitute  for  meats,  I  recommend  the  passage  of  legislation 
based  upon  the  report  of  our  High  Cost  of  Living  Commission, 
giving  absolute  State  control  of  the  fisheries  industries,  which 
the  people  own  anyway,  in  order  that  consumers  may  buy  fish 
under  State  supervision  and  at  a  cost  plus  only  the  actual  expense 
of  catching  and  handling.  Another  solution  of  the  food  prob- 
lem will  be  found  in  the  regulation  of  food  distribution  by  pur- 
chasing of  certain  staples  daily  in  municipalities  throughout  the 
State  under  supervision!  of  the  State  Bureau  of  Markets  and 
retailing  them  at  cost'  plus  freight  and  shrinkage  charges  at 
municipal  food  depots  to  be  established  for  the  purpose.  Pro- 
vision for  the  daily  publication  of  prices  thus  paid  would  have 
a  most  salutary  effect  in  discouraging  gouging  on  the  port  of 
unscrupulous  private  distributors.  I  recommend  legislation  to 
this  end.  I  would  also  remind  you  that  the  Act  of  last  year 
authorizing  municipal  governing  bodies  to  buy  food  and  sell  to 
consumers  at  cost  in  time  of  emergency  will  be  repealed  auto- 
matically July  4,  1918,  and  I  recommend  that  it  be  reenacted 
in  even  stronger  form  than  before,  and  made  to  include  fuel  as 
well  as  food. 

AIDING    FARMERS — HOME    GARDENERS — EXTENDED    EMPLOYMENT 

SERVICE. 

Food  Administration  will  not  be  a  success,  no  matter  how 
much  legislation  we  enact  or  how  diligently  we  cooperate  in 
practical  economies  with  the  Federal  Food  Administration,  un- 
less positive  steps  are  taken  to  assist  the  farmer  in  producing  and 
handling  his  crops.  Shortage  of  farm  labor  is  an  alarming 
problem.  Men,  money  and  food  are  the  triumverate  of  necessity 
in  this  war  and  the  labor  shortgage  enters  so  persistently  into  the 
third  factor  that  it  deserves  the  most  profound  attention. 

Last  spring  and  summer,  through  the  help  of  the  Department 
of  Public  Instruction,  we  were  able,  in  New  Jersey,  to  engage 
50,000  school  pupils  in  the  active  creation  and  cultivation  of  home 
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gardens  and  to  supply  upwards  of  5,000  high  school  boys  as  pa- 
triotic helpers  to  the  farmers  of  the  State  during  the  hours  before 
and  after  school  and  during  vacation.  It  was  an  experiment,  a 
novel  and  wholly  unfamiliar  kind  of  work  for  most  school  pupils, 
and  yet  the  results  were  amazingly  effective.  While  the  newness 
of  the  task  rendered  it  unlikely,  of  course,  that  there  would  be 
any  immediate  effect  on  the  living  problem,  yet  the  ultimate  divi- 
dends from  interesting  people  at  large  in  food  production  and 
providing  individual  experience  in  farm  work  cannot,  in  my  judg- 
ment, be  overestimated.  With  the  coming  planting  and  harvest 
seasons  there  will  be  further  opportunity  to  develop  the  plan,  and 
I  know  I  will  have  the  continued  cooperation  of  other  State 
departments  in  perfecting  organizations  early  so  that  the  develop- 
ment may  be  on  a  much  larger  scale  than  last  year. 

Practical  assistance  has  been  given  farmers  distressed  over 
labor  conditions  by  the  Federal-State-Municipal  Employment 
Bureau,  an  employment  service  conducted  by  Federal  Government 
and  State  and,  at  this  time,  the  city  of  Newark.  Aside  from 
the  general  work  of  this  institution,  which  resulted,  during  the 
past  year  in  employment  being  g^ven  to  about  50,000  persons, 
from  the  middle  of  April  until  the  middle  of  September,  fully 
2,000  placements  were  made  on  farms.  I  think  the  excellence  of 
these  results  warrant  a  general  expansion  of  this  institution, 
which  is  under  the  supervision  of  ouV  Department  of  Lalx)r  in 
New  Jersey.  Most  of  the  placements  of  work-seekefs  with  farm- 
ing experience  took  place  on  farms  in  the  upper  sections  of  New 
Jersey  for  the  reason  that  the  only  headquarters  of  the  bureau  is 
located  in  Newark,  with  merely  small  branch  offices  in  Jersey 
City  and  Orange.  In  order  that  the  benefits  of  this  bureau  may 
likewise  be  felt  by  the  South  Jersey  farmer,  I  strono^ly  recom- 
mend to  the  Legislature  that  authorization  be  given  for  an  addi- 
tional office  in  South  Jersey,  perhaps  at  Camden.  I  am  informed 
that  Ohio  has  opened  twenty-one  of  these  labor  exchanges.  The 
necessit}'  of  encouraging  and  expanding  this  labor-finding  agency 
will  be  even  more  apparent  if  the  Federal  Government  acts  on 
the  suggestion  that  registered  men  of  military  age,  between  the 
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time  they  are  notified  to  hold  themselves  ready  for  selective 
service  and  the  time  of  their  actual  mobilization  at  military  can- 
tonments, be  permitted  to  assist  farmers  during  the  coming  plant- 
ing season.  In  making  this  suggestion  to  the  Secretary  of  War 
I  had  in  mind  the  possibility  of  utilizing  the  Federal-State  Em- 
ployment Service  as  a  registration  and  distributing  clearing  house 
for  such  labor.  Manifestly,  the  present  is  the  time  to  improve 
and  enlarge  the  service  in  order  that  our  farm-labor  organizations 
may  be  fully  organized  and  prepared  for  any  eventuality. 

REGUI.ATION   OF   PRIVATE  EMPLOYMENT   AGENCIES. 

It  has  been  urged  by  many  that  employment  agencies  be 
Operated  only  by  the  State,  Federal  or  Municipal  authorities,  and 
the  operation  of  private  agencies  be  entirely  prohibited.  There 
can  be  no  doubt  but  that  much  occasion  for  this  feeling  has  arisen 
out  of  the  abuses  practiced  by  some  private  agencies,  not  all  of 
them.  It  would,  however,  seem  to  me  that  if  the  Federal-State- 
Municipal  Employment  Service  is  the  success  that  it  now  promises 
to  be,  private  agencies  should  be  very  largely  eliminated  through 
the  natural  o|>eration  of  competition. 

At  the  present  time  private  employment  agencies  are  licensed 
by  the  municipalities,  but  because  they  are  doing  business  outside 
of  their  own  cities  and  in  the  interest  of  a  uniform  regulation, 
I  believe  that  they  should  be  licensed  by  and  regulated  under  the 
supervision  of  the  Department  of  Labor. 

SYSTEMATIZING  OF  PENSION  METHODS. 

The  system  of  |>ensioning  public  employees  of  various  descrip- 
tions is  really  not  a  system  at  all ;  it  is  the  chaotic  outgrowth  of 
a  mcfss  of  laws,  many  of  them  framed  without  regard  to  the 
common  interests  of  the  State.  For  months  a  legislative  com- 
mission has  been  investigating  this  condition.  They  will  have  an 
enlightening  report,  but  I  am  informed  cannot  complete  their 
labor  at  this  time.     It  is  an  important  question,  and  the  State  is 
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greatly  involved.  It  must  not  be  set  aside  until  a  solution  is 
reached,  and  in  the  budget  I  am  recommending  a  sufficient  ap- 
propriation to  make  a  thorough  financial  enquiry.  Later  it 
should  be  seized  upon  as  the  guide  for  legislation  aimed  to 
standardize  and  coordinate  pensions  throughout  the  State  by 
providing  regulations  of  a  uniform  kind  and  by  insisting  on 
absolute  solvency. 

soldiers'  needs — POLL  TAX  EXEMPTION— COMPENSATION — 
MORATORIUM. 

War  has  made  it  of  paramount  importance  that  as  a  State  we 
pay  close  attention  to  the  needs  and  comforts  of  our  fellow- 
Jerscymen  called  to  the  ccrfors.  I  would  mention  specifically  the 
need  of  laws  exempting  soldiers  from  paying  poll  tax,  clarifying 
the  intention  of  the  last  Legislature  to  autliorize  State  Depart- 
ments or  municipalities  to  compensate  employees  called  to  the 
military  service,  enabling  soldiers  to  exercise  their  constitutional 
right  of  voting  when  away  from  home  with  intelligence  and  with- 
out so  much  red  tape,  and  perhaps  an  act  in  the  nature  of  a 
moratorium  for  New  Jersey  soldiers  and  more  especially  safe- 
guarding all  of  the  civil  rights  and  privileges  of  the  soldier  in 
order  that  none  may  be  forfeited  by  reason  of  his  being  in  the 
military  service. 

ENCOURAGEMENT  OF  HOME  GUARD  UNITS. 

While  discussing  military  matters  I  should  direct  your  atten- 
tion to  the  Home  Guard  organizations  in  our  State.  They  are 
performing  a  useful  function  in  providing  a  means  of  efficient 
community  defense  in  case  of  stress  and  in  constituting  a  valued 
school  for  familiarizing  the  youth  of  the  State  with  military 
tactics.  I  bespeak  for  these  organizations  legislation  designed  to 
extend  State  recognition  and  to  provide  for  their  further  en- 
couragement through  municipalities.  Our  new  State  Militia, 
which  was  so  quickly  and  satisfactorily  created  and'  organized 
last  summer,  when  it  became  necessary  to  provide  an  adequate 
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substitute  for  the  Federalized  National  Guard,  requires  no  legis- 
lation in  addition  to  that  which  the  last  Legislature  gave  us,  and 
is  now  ready  for  duty. 

WELFARE  WORK  FOR  COLORED  PEOPLE. 

Not  altogether  on  account  of  the  war,  but  for  various  reasons 
bringing  about  a  change  in  industrial  conditions,  thousands  of 
negroes  are  migrating  from  the  South.  This  has  created  a  prob- 
lem of  health,  due  to  the  newcomers  lack  of  sufficient  clothing 
and  acclimation,  which  it  is  the  duty  of  the  State  to  meet  and 
solve.  From  motives  of  economy  in  treating  the  condition  at 
the  beginning,  as  well  as  common  humanity,  I  believe  that  the 
continuance  of  the  present  experimental  Welfare  Bureau  by 
establishing  it  in  the  Department  of  Labor  would  prove  effec- 
tive, and  I  recommend  your  careful  consideration  of  legislation 
to  that  end. 

RieSENTENCING  POWER  OF  JUDGES. 

The  power  of  county  judges  to  resentence  a  prisoner  at  any 
time  during  his  incarceration  has  frequently  given  rise  to  the 
criticism  that  the  constitutional  principles  concerning  pardons 
and  paroles  have  been  violated.  The  criticism  appears  to  be  in 
every  way  justified,  and  I  urge  a  statute  repealing  this  power. 

LEGISLATIVE  REFERENCE  BUREAU — A  SUGGESTION. 

You  are  familiar  with  the  fact  that  last  year  the  Legislature 
paved  the  way  for  an  equalization  of  taxation  as  between  dis- 
tricts within  this  State  and  also  joined  in  the  call  for  a  conference 
of  States  which  will  tend  to  equalize  taxation  as  between  States 
and  Federal  Government;  that  the  latter  conference  has  been 
held  and  the, Governor  of  New  Jersey  honored  with  the  perma- 
nent chairmanship  of  the  National  Committee  in  Charge.  All 
of  this  leads  inevitably  to  the  conclusion  that  greater  care  ought 
to  be  taken  to  see  that  laws  enacted  in  individual  States  do  not 
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clash  wantonly  with  laws  on  similar  subjects  in  other  States  or 
in  the  Federal  statute  books.  It  has  been  suggested  before  that 
one  way  of  securing  uniform  legislation  is  to  provide  a  legislative 
reference  bureau.  I  am  strongly  in  favor  of  establishing  such 
an  institution,  which  in  addition  to  uniformity  would  make  for 
intelligent  law-making  and  exact  draftsmanship.  Whether  this 
is  the  best  time  to  provide  such  a  department,  or  whether  it  should 
be  temporarily  deferred  as  a  needless  expense  in  war  times,  I 
leave  to  your  good  judgment ;  but  I  do  regard  it  as  a  progressive 
proposition  which  ought  to  be  kept  in  mind.  Cooperation  be- 
tween the  State  and  some  of  our  universities,  for  instance, 
could  easily  result  in  a  legislative  reference  bureau,  which,  with 
competent  management  and  up-to-date  files  of  laws  of  all  States 
on  all  subjects,  public  reports,  monographs  and  treatises  on  cur- 
rent industrial,  social  and  legal  problems,  would  prove  an  invalu- 
able guide  and  help  to  our  lawmakers  and  insure  legislation  of  a 
character  avoiding  costly  duplication,  making  effectively  for  de- 
sired ends  and  eliminating  the  possibility  of  ill-considered, 
loosely-drawn  acts  dealing  with  important  subjects  and  apt  to 
be  upset  by  the  courts. 

FULL  COOPERATION  WITH  FEDERAL  GOVERNMENT  IN  WAR. 

The  personal  acquaintance  which  it  is  my  privilege  to  enjoy 
with  you  gentlemen  of  the  Legislature  counsels  against  the  neces- 
sity of  urging  that  the  session  be  in  perfect  accord  with  the  war 
aims  and  purposes  of  the  National  Government.  The  public  con- 
fidence which  you  enjoy  is  a  guarantee  of  your  loyalty.  Your 
patriotism  is  not  on  trial.  But  perhaps  this  may  not  be  an  inop- 
portune time  to  let  the  Country  know  that  every  ounce  of  New 
Jersey's  weight  in  man-power,  oflScial  authority  and  material 
wealth  will  be  at  all  times  cheerfully  thrown  in  the  balance  on 
the  side  of  the  Nation  and  her  Allies  in  the  war.  Our  Legis- 
lature, whether  in  regular  session  or  in  any  extraordinary  ses- 
sions that  unforeseen  developments  may  warrant,  can  be  counted 
upon  to  shape  all  legislation  with  the  war  program  of  the  Country 
clearly  in  mind.  We  must  be  ready  to  stimulate  and  help  to 
advance  every  possible  movement  requiring  public  support  in- 
3  Sen  Jour 
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tended  to  assist  the  Government  in  the  prosecution  of  the  war 
and  to  benefit  the  soldier  at  the  front  and  the  family  at  home, 
and  yet  we  must  be  equally  careful  to  recognize  by  our  official 
action  only  those  efforts  which  are  coordinated  and  authorized 
by  the  Federal  Government,  in  order  to  avoid  costly  duplications 
and  conserve  our  energies.  It  is  my  firm  belief  that  all  State- 
wide activities  should  be  through  the  wdl-organized  State  Coun- 
cil of  Defense,  which  provides  an  opportunity  to  present  the 
problem  in  an  official  manner  to  the  smallest  municipal  unit. 
Statutes  found  desirable  in  peace  may  have  to  be  repealed  tem- 
porarily in  war,  and  I  ask  the  Legislature  to  hold  itself  ready 
to  meet  any  such  contingency.  There  will  be  conflict  in  nothing, 
cooperation  in  everything.  New  Jersey  is  not  merely  ready — 
New  Jersey  is  determined  to  transform  her  assets  and  resources 
into  war  energy  by  the  shortest  cuts  and  to  do  her  full  part  as 
a  dynamic  instrumentality  in  helping  the  U.  S.  A.  to  reach  the 
zenith  of  her  fighting  power.  No  State  can  do  more.  Every 
State  is  reasonably  expected  to  do  as  much.  I  feel  you  have 
given  me  much  power  in  this  regard.  If  I  need  more  I  shall  ask 
it  with  confidence. 

New  Jersey  and  the  United  States,  hand-in-hajnd  in  war,  will 
likewise  travel  the  same  path  of  progress  in  industrial  and  com- 
mercial development.  The  way  must  be  blazed  by  constructive 
statesmanship  of  large  vision,  seeing  far  beyond  war  times  and 
through  glasses  that  detect  all  latent  possibilities.  New  Jersey 
took  the  initiative  by  agreeing  to  give  the  land  when  Washing- 
ton digs  the  cross-State  canal  from  river  to  ocean,  a  project 
which  would  come  in  very  handy  in  these  war  times.  In  the 
development  of  our  ports  and  waterfront  as  in  the  successful 
maintenance  of  the  new  State  Militia  and  the  aim  to  properly 
administer  food  and  fuel  and  equalize  taxation,  it  is  plainly 
seen  that  the  Federal  Govemmenit  needs  the  help  of  New  Jersey 
and  New  Jersey  needs  Federal  aid.  New  Jersey's  place  on  the 
map,  her  waterfront,  her  industries,  her  comprehensive  rail- 
road system,  will  contribute  heavily  to  her  advantage  as  a  com- 
monwealth in  the  modern  doctrine  that  the  country  must  go  for- 
ward with  State  lines  eliminated  and  nothing  but  united  action. 
Preparedness  for  the  industrial  and  commercial  eventualities  of 
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the  future  is  quite  as  important  as  recent  experience  has  shown 
military  preparedness.  It  is  a  common  cause.  It  demands 
mutual  enterprise.  With  broad,  sound  cultivation  the  harvest 
can  be  ultimately  nothing  less  than  a  finished  product  of  public 
business  efficiency  as  our  contribution  to  a  greater  country.

The  following  message  was  received  from  the  Governor,  by 
the  hands  of  Mr.  Croasdale,  his  Secretary,  which  was  read  as 
follows : 

BUDGET  MESSAGE. 

To  the  Legislature: 

Pursuant  to  Chapter  15,  Laws  of  191 6,  I  am  herewith  trans- 
mitting my  recommendations  covering  the  budget  or  appropria- 
tions for  the  State's  fiscal  year,  November  ist,  1918,  to  October 
31st,  1919.  The  Budget  Act  specifically  prohibits  the  Governor 
from  recommending  a  total  amount  in  excess  of  the  estimated 
income  for  the  year  for  which  the  budget  is  proposed  to  cover, 
such  ihcome  to  be  estimated  by  the  State  Comptroller,  which 
computation  is  herewith  attached. 

The  State  Comptroller  anticipates  an  income  of  $9,038,870.00 
<x)vering  the  fiscal  year  November  ist,  191 8,  to  October  31st, 
1919.  Therefore,  under  the  provisions  of  the  act,  my  recom- 
mendations must  be  confined  within  this  amount,  which  require- 
ment of  the  law  I  have,  of  course,  complied  with,  the  budget 
recommending  a  total  of  $8,828,656.98. 

However,  it  seems  to  me  perfectly  proper  that  I  should  fur- 
ther call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  by  the  report  of  the ' 
State  Comptroller,  already  referred  to,  there  is  shown  to  have 
been  a  net  balance  on  hand  November  ist,  191 7,  over  and 
above  all  appropriations  and  obligations  of  the  State,  of  $2,458,- 
591.28,  and  I  am  further  informed  that  the  receipts  for  No- 
vember and  December,  1917,  have  been  more  than  double  the 
income  of  the  same  months  of  1916,  $830,279.18,  as  compared 
to  191 7,  $1,662,341.09.  It  will  be  plainly  evident,  therefore, 
that  the  State's  finances  are  in  a  most  healthy  and  prosperous 
condition.    In  fact,  I  believe  showing  a  larger  free  balance  than 
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ever  before  in  the  history  of  the  State.  The  current  appropria- 
tion bill  totals  $9,157,085.64,  including  $500,000  in  lieu  of  the 
usual  supplemental  bill  now  eliminated. 

It  will  be  seen,  therefore,  that  my  recommendations  of  $8,828,- 
656.98  are  $328,428.66  less  than  the  current  appropriations. 
However,  in  view  of  the  very  unusual  times  through  which  we 
are  passing  and  the  elimination  of  the  supplemental  bill,  the 
Legislature  would  seem  to  be  justified  in  appropriating  not  less 
than  $750,000  to  be  utilized  as  a  revolving  fund  for  the  State 
Purchasing  Agency,  working  capital  for  State  Use,  and  an  emer- 
gency supplemental  appropriation  in  the  hands  of  the  State 
House  Commission,  following  the  policy  of  the  current  year. 
This  appropriation  would  represent  an  increase  of  $250,000  over 
the  appropriation  now  current. 

It  is  unnecessary  for  me  to  point  out  that  in  preparing  this 
budget  the  necessity  for  economy  and  conservatism  was  con- 
stantly kept  before  us,  and  the  recommendations  as  made  have 
only  been  arrived  at  after  much  study  of  the  unusual  financial 
needs  of  the  State.  Of  course,  any  portion  of  this  $750,000 
not  expended  reverts  to  the  State  Treasury,  and  is  in  lieu  of 
a  supplemental  bill. 

As  contemplated  by  the  Budget  Act,  public  hearings  were  con- 
ducted covering  every  State  agency.  These  hearings  were  par- 
ticipated in  by  the  State  Comptroller,  State  Treasurer  and  my- 
self, constituting  the  State  House  Commission,  and  the  members 
of  the  Appropriation  Committees  of  the  Senate  and  House,  who 
were  designated  by  the  President-elect  of  the  Senate  and  the 
Speaker-elect  of  the  House  in  advance  of  the  session,  so  that  they 
might  have  the  benefit  of  the  evidence  adduced  at  these  public 
hearings.  I  want  to  express  my  sincere  appreciation  for  the  in- 
terest these  legislators  and  State  officials  manifested  in  the  budget 
work,  and  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  these  hearings  will  obviate 
the  necessity  for  many  of  the  hearings  which  have  heretofore 
been  held  by  the  Appropriation  Committee,  and  thus  greatly  ex- 
pedite the  Committee's  work. 

It  was  plainly  evident  that  an  increase  over  normal  times 
would  be  necessitated  because  of  the  undisputed  fact  that  the 
cost  of  living  during  the  past  year  had  noticeably  increased  and 
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salaries  as  generally  paid  in  the  State  of  New  Jersey  had  not 
advanced  in  proportion  to  similar  positions  in  private  business 
and  commercial  life.  Therefore,  in  the  budget  recommended,  a 
noticeable  increase  will  be  observed  in  salaries  and  wages  and 
maintenance  in  practically  every  institution  and  department  in 
the  State.  Effort  has  been  made  by  the  Budget  Commissioners 
and  myself  to  recommend  such  raises  in  the  salary  account 
that  would  permit  the  head  of  the  department  to  advance  those 
attaches  under  the  position  of  head  or  deputy  approximately  ten 
per  cent  over  the  salary  received  previous  to  the  war,  except  in 
individual  cases,  where  salaries  have  been  beyond  the  average. 

For  example,  the  Salary  and  Wages  item  included  in  the 
current  appropriation  bill  amounts  to  $3,376,266,  while  the  sala- 
ries and  wages  recommended  for  the  incoming  year  total  $3,658,- 
954.  These  figures  in  each  case  include  all  the  statutory  officers 
as  well,  deducting  such  salaries  as  is  not,  of  course,  contemplated 
to  change  them  or  their  main  assistants,  and  it  will  be  found 
that  the  increase  of  $292,688  is  approximately  ten  per  cent.,  as 
intended.  Even  this,  however,  is  but  slightly  greater  than  was 
allowed  in  the  current  bill  over  the  salary  total  of  the  191 7  fiscal 
year,  which  amounted  to  $3,131,732.  Therefore,  it  can  be  plainly 
appreciated  that  the  raise  here  recommended  is  in  nowise  ex- 
orbitant. 

Our  work  has  been  made  all  the  more  difficult  in  this  regard 
inasmuch  as  in  some  cases  departments  or  institutions  had  already 
made  such  increases  from  balances  in  their  hands,  and  in  some 
cases  without  having  balances,  explaining  that  it  was  urgent  to 
do  so  in  order  to  retain  absolutely  necessary  help,  especially  in 
the  institutions.  Of  course,  this  practice  cannot  be  commended, 
and  I  am  glad  to  say,  so  far  as  investigation  could  develop,  it 
only  prevailed  in  a  few  isolated  cases.  Every  effort  has  been 
made  to  rearrange  salary  appropriations  so  that  there  would 
be  no  reasonable  difficulty  during  the  year  this  budget  is  to 
cover. 

The  State  House  Commission  must  in  the  meantime  assume 
the  burden  of  taking  care  of  the  abnormal  situation  as  best 
it  can  from  the  emergency  appropriation  of  five  hundred  thou- 
.sand  dollars,  which  the  last  Legislature  allowed  for  emergency 
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purposes.  This  incident  demonstrates  the  wisdom  of  the  policy 
of  placing  in  the  hands  of  the  State  House  Commission  a  sum 
to  take  care  of  emergencies  in  the  interim  of  a  legislative  session. 
No  supplemental  bill  of  the  old  type,  passed  at  the  regular  ses- 
sions of  the  Legislature,  could  scientifically  meet  this  situation, 
and,  of  course,  would  have  been  entirely  ineffective.  As  it  is 
now,  the  State  House  Commission  will  consider  each  case  en- 
tirely on  its  own  merits,  in  the  light  of  comparison  with  other 
cases,  and  reach  its  conclusions  accordingly,  which  will  take  care 
of  this  item  until  the  appropriation  contemplated  in  this  budget 
becomes  available,  November  ist,  191 8. 

I  will  not  attempt  to  discuss  the  details  of  the  appropriation 
bill,  as  that  would  be  impossible  because  of  the  time  and  space 
it  would  consume.  Generally,  however,  it  will  be  noticed  that 
very  few  physical  changes  or  additions  to  institutions  have  been 
recommended.  This,  of  course,  is  caused  simply  by  the  uncer- 
tainty of  the  times.  The  State  House  Commission,  for  illustra- 
tion, felt  it  would  be  good  business  in  normal  times  to  build  a 
new  wing  to  the  Capitol  and  do  away  with  the  scattered  official 
quarters  all  over  the  city  of  Trenton,  now  being  leased,  not  to 
speak  of  the  inconvenience  and  lost  motion  resulting  in  inefficient 
work  which  follows  in  the  train  of  the  present  insufficient  facili- 
ties. Realizing  the  conditions,  however,  the  four  hundred  thou- 
sand dollars  it  was  estimated  would  be  required  for  this  work 
is  not  included  in  the  budget  I  am  transmitting  at  this  time. 
The  same  judgment  and  policy  applies  to  many  other  desirable, 
and  even  needed,  improvements. 

The  appropriation  for  the  new  normal  school  at  Glassboro  is 
now  available  under  the  current  bill,  but  it  is  my  judgment  tliat 
the  actual  contract  for  the  building  of  the  edifice  should  be 
delayed,  as  1  am  informed  that  the  operation  would  cost  almost 
double  what  it  would  cost  in  normal  times,  and  as  much  as  we 
need  a  new  school,  it  is  my  firm  opinion  this  does  not  seem  to 
be  warranted.  Teachers  can  be  secured,  even  though  it  would, 
of  course,  be  more  desirable  to  have  them  mainly  graduates  of 
our  own  institutions.  There  need  be  no  fear  of  the  ultimate 
erection  of  the  school,  as,  of  course,  the  ownership  of  the  ground 
is  vested  in  the  State  and  this  is  sufficient  guarantee  that  the  com- 
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pletion  of  the  school  will  follow  as  soon  as  conditions  in  the 
building  world  are  settled. 

Among  the  physical  changes  of  consequence  recommended  are 
an  addition  to  the  accommodations  for  the  insane  to  house  five 
himdred  patients.  This  addition  it  is  proposed  to  build  on  the 
colony  plan  on  the  ground  owned  by  the  State  connected  with 
the  Trenton  State  Hospital  at  an  estimated  cost  of  $350,000. 
This  expense  falls  in  the  class  of  absolute  necessities.  At  the 
present  time  hundreds  of  insane  are  crowded  in  the  halls  at 
Morris  Plains,  and  as  a  result  the  percentage  of  cures  has  been 
greatly  reduced  and  the  State  is  helpless  to  look  after  these 
unforttmates.  Regardless  of  the  cost,  this  condition  must  be 
rectified. 

The  children's  unit  at  the  State  Institution  for  Feeble-Minded 
at  Vineland,  at  an  estimated  cost  of  $60,000  belongs  in  the  same 
class.  The  Feeble-Minded  menace  is  one  of  the  most  formidable 
in  the  State.  The  present  facilities  for  caring  for  this  class  of 
State  dependents  are  so  overcrowded  that  where  there  is  an 
opportunity  to  effect  a  cure  the  chances  thereof  are  so  reduced 
that  this  appropriation  at  this  time  likewise  becomes  an  absolute 
necessity. 

The  only  other  physical  improvements  to  speak  of  are  two 
additions  to  the  Women's  Reformatory  at  Clinton,  one  for 
colored  and  one  for  white  inmates,  estimated  at  $22,000.  I  am 
assured  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  that  the  com- 
pletion of  the  two  wings  contemplated  by  this  appropriation  will 
permit  the  transferral  of  all  female  prisoners  now  in  the  State 
Prison  at  Trenton  to  Clinton  Farms,  for  which  purpose  this  in- 
stitution was  originally  planned. 

This  is  the  second  year  of  the  budget  policy  and  the  first 
year  under  my  supervision.  The  wisdom  of  the  system  cannot 
be  disputed.  The  main  weakness  is  the  short  time  given  to 
handle  the  work,  between  November  isth,  two  weeks  after  the 
close  of  the  State's  fiscal  year,  and  the  opening  of  the  Legisla- 
ture, which  this  year  falls  on  January  8th.  This  difficulty  can 
only  be  removed  by  changing  the  date  of  closing  the  fiscal  year. 
I  am,  therefore,  herewith  attaching  a  report  from  Messrs.  Fer- 
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nald  and  Riley,  recommending  a  change  in  closing  the  State's 
fiscal  year  to  June  30th. 

There  are  many  points  which  could  be  made  demonstrating  the 
advantage  of  this  change.  Of  course,  it  would  cause  some  con- 
fusion and  considerable  extra  labor  in  the  Comptroller's  Depart- 
ment, until  it  was  satisfactorily  adjusted.  If  changed  this  year, 
the  Current  appropriations  would  be  reduced  approximately  one- 
third,  and  the  new  appropriation  bill  would  go  into  effect  July 
1st  instead  of  November  ist.  Perhaps  it  might  be  wiser  to  insti- 
tute this  change  in  191 9.  It  is,  however,  simply  a  matter  cf 
financial  readjustment  and  must  be  done  some  day,  if  those 
working  on  the  budget  are  to  be  given  the  time  necessary  to 
properly  investigate  the  requests  made  before  the  convening  of 
the  legislative  session.  There  are  many  other  arguments  in  its 
favor,  and  the  matter  should  have  your  earnest  consideration. 

As  a  result  of  the  Budget  Assistants'  investigation  and  the 
public  hearings  extending  over  a  period  of  two  weeks,  many 
new  thoughts  have  suggested  themselves,  which  would  greatly 
improve  the  present  financial  methods  of  the  State.  These  will 
be  summarized,  and  where  amendments  to  existing  legislation 
are  required  will,  when  time  permits,  be  put  in  the  form  of 
suggested  bills.  Many  of  these  matters  can  be  adjusted  by  mere 
regulation  arranged  between  the  Executive  and  Comptroller's 
Departments  and  the  affected  State  Agencies.  The  necessity 
for  a  central  board  of  control  over  all  institutions,  however,  has 
become  more  and  more  apparent  by  this  investigation.  When 
such  a  board,  which  it  is  hoped  will  be  established  by  pending 
legislation,  is  actually  in  operation,  the  work  of  the  budget 
commission  will  be  greatly  reduced,  and  there  will  be  much  more 
consistency  between  cost  of  maintenance,  salaries,  etc.,  in  the 
various  institutions.  They  are  now  conducted  absolutely  with- 
out relation  to  each  other.  Maintenance  costs  vary  all  the  way 
from  two  to  five  dollars  and  a  fraction  per  capita  per  week. 
Food  costs  show  similar  inconsistencies.  This  can  be  adjusted 
on  anything  like  a  uniform  basis  only  through  centralized  control. 

During  the  course  of  the  hearings  we  have  taken  occasion  to 
bring  to  the  attention  of  the  different  institutions  the  compara- 
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tive  costs  in  other  institutions  for  similar  work,  and  we  believe 
it  has  developed  an  interest  which,  if  backed  up  by  a  central 
board  of  control  together  with  the  now  smoothly  operating  cen- 
tral purchasing  agency,  will  result  in  advantage  and  saving  to 
the  State. 

Many  incidents  could  be  cited  as  to  the  wisdom  of  the  in- 
stallation of  the  Purchasing  Department.  That  institutions  to 
date  have  been  kept  in  coal  and  other  vital  commodities  is  one 
of  the  ready  evidences  of  its  efficiency. 

The  budget  has  been  made  up  in  as  convenient  form  as  possi- 
ble, so  that  the  Appropriation  Committee  will  be  able  to  trans- 
form it,  with  any  changes  deemed  necessary  into  an  appropria- 
tion bill,  without  great  difficulty.  Of  course,  some  of  the  items 
herewith  recommended  are  necessarily  subject  to  change  be- 
cause of  legislation  which  may  be  or  may  not  be  enacted  by  the 
incoming  session.  These  adjustments  must  be  made  by  the 
Appropriation  Committee  after  legislative  action. 

I  want  to  take  this  occasion  to  give  full  credit  to  Mr.  Henry  B. 
Femald  and  Mr.  Marvin  A.  Riley,  Special  Assistants,  for  their 
intelligent  study  and  disposition  of  the  many  complex  problems 
which  arose  in  the  completion  of  the  budget.  Their  examination 
has  not  been  a  cursory  one,  and  they  have  been  indefatigable  in 
their  work.  One  of  them  has  visited  every  institution  in  the  State 
and  personally  investigated  the  necessity  of  requisitions  re- 
quested. 

In  considering  our  financial  policy,  it  must  be  a  matter  of 
pride  and  satisfaction  to  our  citizens  to  realize  that  the  State 
faces  the  tmusual  and  trying  times  through  which  we  are  pass- 
ing with  absolutely  no  State  debt  of  any  kind,  and  in  addition 
the  largest  free  balance  in  the  history  of  the  State. 

When  we  review  the  financial  reports  of  neighboring  States, 
and  realize  that  in  one,  for  instance,  the  annual  budget  requires 
an  item  of  approximately  $9,000,000.00  to  provide  for  interest 
on  borrowed  money  or  debt,  the  improvements  represented  there- 
by probably  to  a  great  extent  obsolete  or  inadequate  to  the  day, 
we  must  feel  that  our  "pay-as-you-go"  policy  is  well  worth  while. 
Our  citizens  are  not  asked  to  discharge  the  debt  of  their  fathers, 
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but  rather  to  join  in  partnership  in  present-day  developments, 
financed  at  the  time,  and  to  be  left  to  posterity  as  this  generation's 
contribution  towards  a  greater  New  Jersey. 

Enterprise  and  industry  must  not  be  halted,  but  at  least  for 
the  advantages  of  the  day  we  should  pay  and  inculcate  in  those 
who  follow  the  same  spirit  of  self -dependency  and  ambition. 

With  additional  expression  of  my  great  appreciation  for  the 
splendid  cooperation  and  help  extended  by  all  State  agencies, 
officers  and  others  in  connection  with  this  work,  I  am,

To  His  Excellency, 

The  Honorable  Walter  B.  Edge, 

Governor  of  New  Jersey. 
Sir: 

In  our  work  in*  preparation  of  the  Budget  this  year,  we  have 
been  greatly  handicapped  because  of  the  short  time  which  exists 
between  November  15th,  when  the  Budget  Requests  are  re- 
ceived, and  January  8th,  when  the  Legislature  convenes.  During 
this  short  time,  all  Budget  Requests  must  be  examined,  analyzed, 
tabulated  and  investigated,  all  hearings  held,  conclusions  reached 
and  the  Budget  Message  prepared  and  printed.  Furthermore, 
the  two  weeks  allowed  between  October  31st  and  November  15th 
is  not  sufficient  time  to  permit  the  various  institutions  properly 
to  close  their  accounts  for  the  year  and  properly  to  prepare  their 
Budget  Requests.  Some  of  the  Budget  Requests  thus  hastily 
prepared  have  upon  review  or  hearings  been  so  unsatisfactory 
that  the  institutions  themselves  have  requested  permission  to 
withdraw  and  revise  the  request  originally  submitted.  Several 
requests  were  revised  three  or  four  times. 

An  earlier  date  for  the  Budget  Requests  could  hardly  be 
obtained,  except  by  providing  for  an  earlier  closing  of  the 
fiscal  year.    The  plan  hereby  proposed  would  be  as  follows : 
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June  30. — Close  of  fiscal  year. 

July  31. — Annual  financial  statements  of  institu- 
tions, departments,  etc.,  submitted  to 
Comptroller  or  Treasurer. 

Sept.  30. — Reports  of  Comptroller  and  Treasurer 
issued  and  Budget  Requests  submitted. 

This  would  give  ample  time  for  careful  preparation  of  Budget 
Requests,  and  the  Comptroller's  full  report  on  the  finances  and 
transactions  of  the  various  departments  and  institutions  would 
be  at  band  when  consideration  of  the  Budget  Requests  was 
begun.  It  would  also  allow  a  fuller  consideration  of  the  re- 
quests than  can  now  be  given. 

Another  difficulty  in  regard  to  the  present  fiscal  year  is  the 
long  period  which  elapses  between  the  time  of  making  the  request 
and  the  time  the  appropriation  goes  into  effect.  This  is  par- 
ticularly bad  as  regards  Repairs  and  Replacements,  which,  per- 
haps, cannot  be  made  during  the  winter  months  and  so  must  be 
asked  for  a  year  and  a  half  in  advance,  with  the  result  that  either 
an  excessive  appropriation  is  allowed  to  provide  for  contingen- 
cies or  that  an  insufficient  appropriation  is  given,  and  when  the 
contingencies  arise,  no  moneys  are  available  to  meet  them.  The 
situation  would  be  greatly  improved  if  the  new  fiscal  year  began 
on  July  I  St,  as  there  should  rarely  be  an  emergency  which  could 
not  be  tided  over  the  few  months  until  the  new  appropriation  be- 
came available. 

The  date  of  June  30  is  chosen,  not  only  because  it  is  generally 
satisfactory,  but  particularly  because  it  is  the  date  for  the  closing 
of  the  school  year,  and  the  one  fiscal  year  could  conveniently 
apply  to  schools  as  well  as  other  institutions. 

In  making  the  change,  it  is  proposed  to  shorten  the  current 
fiscal  year  for  which  the  appropriations  have  already  been  made, 
rather  than  to  make  appropriations  now  for  a  short  period, 
beginning  on  November  i,  1918.  This  is  the  plan  which  was 
recently  successfully  used  in  New  York  State,  and  it  has  the 
great  advantage  that  it  does  not  interfere  with  a  comparison  of 
the  annual  appropriations  which  thus  stand  in  all  cases  as  ap- 
plicable to  a  full  twelve  months'  period. 
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In  thus  shortening  the  fiscal  year,  some  limitation  would  have 
to  be  placed  to  prevent  the  expenditure  within  eight  months  of 
amounts  appropriated  for  twelve.  A  flat  reduction  of  one-third 
in  the  appropriations  could  not  be  insisted  upon  since  some 
items  apply  entirely  or  principally  to  the  period  prior  to  June 
30th.  The  situation  is  therefore  met  by  a  declaration  of  intention 
to  be  carried  out  by  the  Comptroller,  subject  to  review  by  the 
State  House  Commission. 

Since  this  act  would  govern  to  some  extent  the  financial  ac- 
counts and  reports,  it  seems  fitting  that  it  should  also  make  pro- 
vision for  placing  the  accounts  and  financial  reports  of  'the  de- 
partments and  institutions  on  a  proper  basis.  While  the  ac- 
counting methods,  as  they  stand  to-day,  seem  to  provide  against 
misuse  of  cash,  they  are  inadequate  and  imsatisfactory  as  a 
basis  for  business  judgment  of  what  is  being  or  should  be  done. 
There  seems  hardly  an  institution  which  can  state  with  any 
assurance  of  accuracy  the  actual  cost  of  food  furnished  the  in- 
mates and  employees.  In  several  cases,  heads  of  institutions 
who  first  stated  that  a  farm  or  shop  was  nm  at  a  profit,  after 
reviewing  the  figures  with  us  admitted  that  they  were  nm  at 
a  loss.  Where  appropriations  have  heretofore  been  made  for 
working  capital,  no  one  seems  now  to  know  whether  or  not  the 
revolving  fund  is  intact.  These  conditions  call  for  some  definite 
step  for  their  correction,  and  the  natural  official  to  be  charged 
with  such  duty  is  the  Comptroller.  He  should  have  the  neces- 
sary powers  conferred  upon  him,  and  by  having  the  rules  and 
regulations  he  may  prescribe  be  subject  to  approval  of  the  State 
House  Commission,  a  sufficient  safeguard  is  provided  against 
any  danger  of  arbitrary  and  unnecessary  requirements  of  a  single 
official. 

We  would,  therefore,  urgently  recommend  that  some  legisla- 
tion be  enacted  at  the  coming  session  to  remedy  these  condi- 
tions.

DEBT  OF  THE  STATE. 

Certificates  of  the  State  issued  to  the  Commissioners  of  the 
Agricultural  College,  pursuant  to  Chapter  417  of  the  Laws  of 
1895,  amoimting  to  $116,000.00,  is  the  only  debt  of  the  State. 

Under  an  act  of  Congress  of  the  United  States,  approved  July 
2d,  1862,  entitled  "An  act  donating  public  lands  to  the  several 
States  and  Territories  which  may  provide  colleges  for  the  benefit 
of  agriculture  and  the  mechanic  arts,"  there  was  invested  for 
the  benefit  of  the  State  Agricultural  College  the  sum  of  $116,- 
000.00  in  the  war  bonds  of  the  State,  being  the  proceeds  from 
sales  of  land  scrip.  The  war  bonds  have  all  matured  and  been 
paid.  Owing  to  the  inability  of  the  Commissioners  to  invest  the 
said  sum  of  $1 16,000.00  conformably  to  the  said  act  of  Congress, 
which  provides,  "That  all  moneys  derived  from  the  sale  of  the 
lands  aforesaid  by  the  States  to  which  the  lands  are  apportioned, 
and  from  the  sales  of  land  scrip  hereinbefore  provided  for,  shall 
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be  invested  in  stocks  of  the  United  States,  or  of  the  States,  or 
some  other  safe  stocks,  yielding  not  less  than  five  per  centum 
upon  the  par  value  cff  said  stocks,"  the  Legislature,  at  the  session 
of  1895,  passed  an  act  authorizing  the  G)mmissioners  to  trans- 
fer and  pay  over,  as  money  shall  be  by  them  received,  to  the 
Sinking  Ftmd  of  this  State,  and  authorizing  the  State  Treasurer 
and  Comptroller  to  issue  and  deliver  therefor  to  said  Coiamis- 
sioners  a  certificate  of  this  State  to  the  effect  that  the  State  will 
pay  to  said  Commissioners  five  per  centum  annually  of  tlie 
amount  so  paid  into  or  transferred  to  the  Sinking  Fund. 

Under  an  act  approved  April  8th,  1903,  the  Sinking  Fund 
has  been  assigned  and  is  now  a  part  of  the  permanent  School 
Fund  of  the  State.

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The  following  message  was  received  fro«H  the  Goveriaor,  by 
the  hands  ©£  Mr.  Croasdale,  his  Secretary,  which  was  read  as 
follows : 

January  8th,  19 18. 
To  the  Legislature: 

Of  all  the  duties  devolving  upon  the  Governor  in  his  constitu- 
tional function  of  enforcing  the  laws  of  th^  State*  there  is  none 
more  important  or  vital  than  the  enforcement  of  the  laws  gov- 
erning the  sanctity  of  the  ballot.  Thi^^  k  the  keystone  of  our 
representative  form  of  government  For  this  reason  I  deem  tb^ 
recent  election  scandals  resulting  in  the  return  of  a  number  of 
indictments  in  one  of  the  counties  of  this  State  of  suflScient  im- 
portance to  warrant  my  directing  the  attention  of  the  Senate  and 
General  Assembly  to  the  situation  through  the  channel  of  a 
special  message. 

Members  of  the  board  of  elections^  at  a  recent  city  electioo^ 
have  been  indicted  for  conspiracy  to  permit  persons  who  were 
not  l^;ally  entitled  to  vote  to  do  so  imder  the  names  of  persons 
who  were  legally  and  ill^^ally  registered.  Men  unknown  to  the 
members  of  such  boards  were  permitted  to  vote  under  names  of 
registrants  who  were  dead,  in  prison*  inmates  of  hospitals  for 
the  insane  or  nonresidents.  In  some  instances  persons  who  were 
legally  registered  to  vote  were  surprised,  upon  presenting  them- 
selves at  the  polling  places  to  cast  their  ballots,  to  find  others 
had  been  permitted  to  exercise  the  privilege  of  suffrage  under 
their  registration.  The  indictment  of  these  election  officers 
charges  that  no  comparison  of  signatures,  either  as  to  the  spelling 
of  the  names  or  general  characteristics  of  penmanship  of  the 
alleged  voters,  had  been  made,  and  that  a  large  number  of  illegal 
voles  were  cast  from  the  same  houses  in  which  certain  election 
officers  lived. 

It  is  not  my  purpose  to  merely  direct  the  light  of  further  pub- 
licity upon  these  frauds  for  the  sake  of  revelation  or  adding  to 
sensation,  without  the  suggestion  of  a  remedy.  I,  therefore, 
attach  a  proposed  bill  designed  to  correct  some  existing  evils  for 
your  consideration.  It  is  plainly  evident  that  the  root  of  the 
evil,  as  demonstrated  by  the  indictments  of  the  Grand  Jury,  is 
in  the  character  of  the  election  officers  appointed  under  the 
present  system.  In  theory  the  selection  of  these  officers,  after  a 
competitive  civil  service  examination,  would  seem  to  be  sound, 
but  in  practice  it  has  been,  in  my  judgment,  an  absolute  failure. 
It  is  a  well-known  fact  that  the  Civil  Service  Commission  has 
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had  difficulty  in  securing  a  sufficient  number  of  candidates  to 
take  examinations  to  fill  the  office  of  election  officer,  and  mem- 
bers of  the  Commission  freely  admit  the  law's  ineffectiveness. 
A  candidate  for  election  officer  may  be  entirely  able  to  qualify 
so  far  as  answering  the  civil  service  questions  is  concerned,  but 
he  may  be  otherwise  entirely  unqualified  for  responsibility,  of 
which  fact  the  Commission  would  have  no  local  knowledge. 

I  have  discussed  the  subject  with  a  Justice  of  the  Supreme 
Court  familiar  with  the  situation,  and,  after  further  investiga- 
tion, am  convinced  that  the  entire  present  method  of  selecting 
election  officers  must  be  changed,  if  honest  elections  are  to  be 
reasonably  guaranteed. 

It  is  an  established  principle  that  party  political  organization, 
honestly  administered,  is  a  proper  and  correct  theory  of  govern- 
ment. I  firmly  believe  that  party  organizations  should  be  en- 
couraged and  accorded  recognition  when  by  their  performance 
they  show  themselves  worthy  of  recognition.  But  it  is  equally 
as  well  established  that  the  first  duty  of  party  organization  to 
the  people  is  to  guarantee  an  equal  and  proper  opportunity  to 
the  electors  to  cast  their  ballots  and  a  fair  and  honest  count  of  the 
ballots  so  cast. 

I  have,  therefore,  prepared  for  your  consideration  a  bill  which 
permits  the  county  organizations  in  the  various  counties  of  the 
State  to  recommend  the  names  for  appointment  as  election  offi- 
cers, but  in  order  that  such  officers  shall  be  removed  from 
politics  the  power  of  appointment  of  these  officers  is  vested  in  a 
bipartisan  county  board  of  four  members,  appointed  by  the 
Supreme  Court  Justice  for  the  circuit  of  which  such  county  is  a 
part.  The  bill  reserves  to  the  county  boards  appointed  by  the 
court  the  power  of  summary  removal  of  district  election  officers, 
and  further  permits  such  county  boards  to  insist  upon  the  sub- 
mission of  other  names  if  those  first  submitted  are  not  satis- 
factory. Recounts  may  be  authorized  by  the  county  board,  to 
be  conducted  by  the  justice  of  the  Supreme  Court,  or  by  a 
Supreme  Court  Commissioner  designated  by  the  Justice.  The 
bills  also  provide  a  method  of  counting  so-called  marked  ballots, 
vesting  in  the  county  board  or  Justice  of  the  Supreme  Court  dis- 
cretionary power  in  rejection  of  such  ballots,  to  the  end  that  the 
intent  of  the  voter  shall  determine  the  judgment  of  the  board  or 
Justice,  once  the  question  of  whether  or  not  ballots  are  marked 
for  the  purpose  of  distinguishing  the  voter  thereof  is  settled. 
This  is  to  remedy  an  evil  which  has  developed  in  every  recount. 
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and  to  permit  intent,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Justice,  to  rule, 
rather  than  an  inflexible  law.

Joint  Resolution  proposing  an  amendment  to  the  Constitution 
of  the  United  States: 
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Resolved  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the 
United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled  (two-thirds  of 
each  House  concurring  therein),  That  the  following  amendment 
to  the  Constitution  be,  and  hereby  is,  proposed  to  the  States,  to 
become  valid  as  a  part  of  the  Constitution  when  ratified  by  the 
legislatures  of  the  several  States  as  provided  by  the  Constitution  : 

"ARTICI.E  — . 

•'Section  i.  After  one  year  from  the  ratification  of  this  article 
the  manufacture,  sale,  or  transportation  of  intoxicating  liquors 
within,  the  importation  thereof  into,  or  the  exportation  thereof 
from  tl^  United  States  and  all  territory  subject  to  the  jurisdic- 
tion thereof  for  beverage  purposes  is  hereby  prohibited.

I  am  herewith  transmitting,  pursuant  to  Joint  Resolution  No. 
2,  Laws  of  191 7,  the  report  of  the  Commission  to  Investigate 
the  High  Cost  of  Living.     Bills  have  been  prepared  covering 

12  Sen  Jour 
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the  recommendations  of  the  commission;  one  providing  addi- 
tional authority  to  enable  municipalities  to  purchase  food  and 
fuel  for  sale  at  cost  to  the  public,  plus  cost  of  administration  of 
such  operation,  and  the  other  establishes  the  Department  of 
Fisheries  to  take  over  in  the  interest  of  the  people  of  the  State 
the  product  of  the  pound  fisheries.  The  first  bill  is  mainly  an 
extension  of  an  act  passed  by  the  last  session  of  the  Legisla- 
ture, which  expires  on  July  ist  of  this  year,  while  the  proposed 
bill  extends  for  a  period  of  six  months  after  the  conclusion  of 
the  present  ^var. 

While  I  am  opposed  to  governmental  competition  with  pri- 
vate enterprise,  where  such  private  enterprise  is  propefly  serv- 
ing the  public,  I  am  sure  it  is  universally  agreed,  in  view  of  the 
wide  discrepancy  between  prices  paid  the  fishermen  at  the  poimd 
and  the  prices  charged  the  ultimate  consumer,  that  the  State 
should  take  immediate  steps  to  provide  the  practical  remedy. 
The  quantity  or  quality  of  the  fish  that  swim  in  seas  are  in  no 
way  controlled  or  improved  by  the  genius  or  enterprise  of  any 
private  individual,  company  or  coqwration,  but  this  food  prod- 
uct is  admittedly  the  property  of  the  people.  This  fact  once 
established  and  there  is  no  question  of  the  State's  right  to  pre- 
vent manipulation  which  mulcts  the  pockets  of  the  public. 

This  commission  has  given  much  time  and  study  to  this  very 
intricate  problem,  and  while  no  claim  is  made  that  a  perma- 
nent, universal  solution  has  been  found,  it  must  be  admitted, 
in  view  of  the  fact  that  this  is  a  field  which  is  largely  and  more 
properly  the  subject  of  Federal  legislation,  that  a  long  step  in 
reduction  of  food  prices  will  have  been  effected,  with  the  suc- 
cessful operation  of  the  department  recommended. 

I  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  of  personally  and  on  behalf  of 
the  State,  thanking  the  individual  members  of  the  commission 
for  the  sacrifice  and  labor  they  have  expended,,  without  recom- 
pense, in  considering  this  problem  and  in  compiling  this  very 
comprehensive  and  practical  report.

The  following  message  was  received  from  the  Governor,  by  the 
hands  of  Mr.  Croasdale,  his  Secretary,  which  was  read  as 
follows : 

State  of  New  Jersey,  ]' 

Executive  Department,  j- 

Trenton,  January  14th,  19 18.     J 
To  the  Legislature: 

On  the  eve  of  your  detail  consideration  of  the  constructive 
program  of  the  session,  and  other  matters  which  will  necessarily 
come  before  you,  may  I  not  have  a  further  word  supplementing 
the  more  or  less  usual  ceremonial  functions  of  the  opening  day? 

You  are  sitting  in  a  day  of  war.  I  deem  this  sufficient  reason 
for  emphasizing  the  necessity  of  a  session  different  from  the 
average ;  different  in  that  its  deep  keynote  of  Americanism  must 
absorb  customary  partisanship,  discourage  consideration  of  un- 
important details  and  overshadows  self-centered  demands  on 
your  attention. 

I  know  that  you  gentlemen,  irrespective  of  party  consideration, 
sincerely  desire  it.  My  sole  reason  for  sending  this  message  is 
to  strengthen  you  in  your  lofty  purpose  and  to  emphasize  the 
partnership  I  feel  in  it.  I  want  you  to  know  that  the  executive 
branch  of  the  State  government  is  ready  to  assist  you  in  your 
praiseworthy  ambition  to  co-operate  with  a  government  at  war: 
that  if  any  needed  detail  of  legislation  be  inadvertently  over- 
looked in  the  patriotic  concentration  on  national  success  in  the 
conflict,  the  executive  department  pledges  itself  to  supply  the 
deficiency  to  the  limit  of  its  powers  and  resources.  Such  sup- 
port will  be  impersonal  and  non-political. 

We  agree  it  is  of  paramount  importance  that  the  introduction 
of  bills  be  limited  strictly  to  such  as  bear  upon  subjects  worthy 
of  serious  consideration,  in  a  year  when  retrenchment  and  sure- 
ness  have  the  call  over  extravagance  and  experiment.     I  pray 
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that  the  legislative  calendar  may  not  be  clogged  with  a  mass  of 
meaningless  measures.  There  is  seldom  any  excuse  for  a  whole- 
sale addition  to  our  statutes ;  certainly  none  at  a  time  when  all 
thought  and  energy  are  concentrated  on  the  solution  of  a  grave 
international  problem.  Bills  applying  to  purely  local  situations 
may  be  needless  in  view  of  past  and  prospective  home  rule 
legislation.  I  ask  individual  legislators  to  exercise  judgment 
before  feeding  in  such  bills  and  overloading  the  legislative  press. 
Measures  already  before  you  seem  to  cover  every  essential  public 
need,  although,  of  course,  I  have  no  desire  to  in  any  way  confime 
your  activities  or  initiation.  Never  did  legislators  have  greater 
cause  to  summon  political  courage  and  refuse  to  stand  sponsor 
for  the  ready-made  bills  of  those  invisible  lawmakers  who  every 
year  attempt  to  prostitute  the  Legislature  to  their  own  selfish 
ends. 

Again,  distinctly  "war  legislation*'  should  be  carefully  consid- 
ered with  the  welfare  of  the  whole  country  in  mind.  Bills  per- 
mitting the  State  to  control  fisheries  and  municipalities,  to  buy 
and  sell  food  and  fuel  in  emergencies,  are  proposed.  They 
should  help  a  situation  growing  more  serious  every  day.  But  I 
deem  it  proper  to  warn  you  against  any  agitated  legislation  apt 
to  interfere  with  the  aims  of  the  national  food  and  fuel  admin- 
istrations. This  problem  is  national  in  scope.  Any  permanent 
relief  must  come  from  national  enforcement  of  nation-wide  r^^- 
lations.  This  is  evident  from  the  plain  fact  that  present  troubles 
are  largely  due  to  too  many  food  and  fuel  bosses.  The  Fed- 
eral Government  has  taken  over  control  of  all  railroads  and  no 
State  utility  commission  would  assume  to  interfere.  Legislation 
certain  to  confuse  the  national  food  and  fuel  regulation  would 
be  equally  unwise.  Any  shortcomings  in  this  regulation  must 
be  supplied  by  Washington ;  patchwork  in  individual  States  can 
only  add  to  the  confusion  and  impotency. 

Finally,  it  is  my  earnest  hope  that  such  business  as  comes 
before  the  Legislature  may  be  transacted  without  recourse  on 
the  part  of  either  majority  or  minority  to  the  familiar  custom  of 
partisanship.  Time  is  of  the  essence  of  victory  in  this  war.  It 
is  imthinkable  in  this  hour,  when  essential  industries  are  ham- 
pered for  want  of  power  and  help,  that  costly  legislative  ses- 
sion should  be  wantonly  prolonged  and  men  of  the  able  type  of 
legislators  unnecessarily  detained  from  other  useful  pursuits 
while  predous  moments  are  wasted  in  political  rei>artee  and  par- 
tisan bickerings.  May  not  New  Jersey  look  forward  to  a  Legis- 
lature without  a  minority — with  only  an  American  majority? 
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May  not  New  Jersey  provide  a  patriotic  inspiration  for  the 
country  and  Congress  in  this  respect?  I  sincerely  hope  so.  Let 
New  Jersey's  war  Legislature  clip  the  red  tape  of  political  tradi- 
tion and  cooperate  with  the  United  States  and  her  Allies  by 
dutting  corners  to  war-time  preparation  and  fitness.

Pursuant  to  Chapter  84,  Laws  of  1916,  I  herewith  transmit  the 
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report  of  the  Commission  to  Revise  and  Codify  the  Statutes  of 
this  State  Relating  to  Cities  and  other  Municipalities.

I  am  herewith  transmitting  the  report  of  the  New  Jersey  Com- 
mission for  Elimination  of  Toll  Bridges.  This  commission,  serv- 
ing without  compensation,  has  made  noteworthy  progress  toward 
the  accomplishment  of  the  purpose  for  which  it  was  created,  the 
freeing  of  the  bridges  spanning  the  Delaware  river  of  tolls  paid 
private  persons  or  corporations,  and  I  commend  its  reccommenda- 
tions  to  your  favorable  consideration.

'  lowing : 

I.  Section  three  of  the  act  of  which  this  act  is  amendatory  be 
and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows : 

SIGNALS. 

3,  Signals. — On  all  public  roads,  streets,  highways  and  turn- 
pikes, the  f (blowing  regulations  shall  be  in  force: 

SLOWING  OR  STOPPING. 

(i).  Every  driver  in  slowing  up  or  stopping  shall  signal  to 
those  behind  by  raising  a  whip  or  hand. 

TURNING. 

(2).  In  turning  while  in  motion  or  in  starting  to  turn  from 
a  standing-still  position,  signal  shall  be  given  by  extending  the 
whip  or  hand,  or  by  operating  an  adequate  mechanical  device 
indicating  the  direction  in  which  the  turn  is  to  be  made. 

BACKING. 

(3).  Before  backing,  ample  warning  should  be  given,  and 
while  backing  unceasing  vigilance  shall  l>e  exercised  not  to  injure 
those  behind. 

STOP  FOR  POUCE  WHISTLE. 

(4).  Any  driver,  upon  two  blasts  of  a  police  whistle  blown  by 
a  police  officer,  shall  stop. 
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CAR  STANDING  AT  NIGHT. 

(5).  When  in  case  of  accident  or  emergency  it  becomes  neces- 
sary to  leave  any  vehicle  on  any  public  road  or  street  at  night, 
at  least  one  red  light  must  be  conspicuously  displayed  thereon  by 
the  owner  or  person  in  charge,  such  light  to  be  visible  in  both 
directions. 

StElGHING. 

(6) .  No  person  shall  drive  any  horse  or  horses  attached  to  any 
sleigh  or  sled  on  any  street  unless  there  shall  be  a  sufficient  num- 
ber of  bells  attached  to  the  harness  of  such  horse  or  horses  to 
give  warning  of  their  approach. 

LAMP  ON   BICYCLE. 

(7.)  All  bicycles  when  in  use  on  any  street  at  night  shall 
have  a  lamp  of  sufficient  illuminating  power  to  be  seen  two 
hundred  feet  in  the  direction  in  which  such  bicycle  is  approach- 
ing, such  lamp  to  be  attached  thereto  and  kept  lighted  from  one- 
half  hour  after  sunset  to  one-half  hour  before  sunrise. 

AUDIBLE   SIGNAL  ON   BICYCLE. 

(8).  Bicycles  shall  be  equipped  with  an  audible  signal  which 
can  be  heard  easily  at  a  distance  of  two  hundred  feet. 
2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

ship lines,  her  thousands  of  miles  of  adequately  operated  rail- 
roads, and  her  innumerable  facilities  for  expeditiously  aiding  the 
Government  of  the  United  States,  she  has  come  to  play  a  great 
and  important  part  in  the  stniggle  for  liberty:   and 
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Whereas,  By  reason  of  her  thorough  preparation  commenced 
long  before  the  present  struggle  b^an,  and  developed  to  a  high 
degree  of  efficiency  through  the  tireless  efforts  of  her  Governor 
and  his  officials,  she  has  been  able  to  render  untold  aid  to  tbe 
Federal  Government ;  and 

Whereas,  By  reason  of  the  skill  and  efficiency  displayed 
through  her  military  policy  she  has  taken  steps  to  curb  the 
plots  of  alien  enemies  and  their  sympathizers,  bent  on  bringing 
havoc  and  destruction  and  endeavoring  to  cripple  the  successful 
prosecution  of  the  war;  and 

Whereas,  On  Saturday  last,  on  but  a  few  moments'  notice, 
she  was  able  to  mobilize  and  dispatch  to  threatened  points  the 
State  militia  for  the  more  effective  safeguarding  of  life  and 
property,  thereby  relieving  the  Government  of  the  United  States 
of  such  a  duty;   and 

Whereas,  The  State  militia  is  a  part  of  Ae  scheme  of  Na- 
tional defense  organized  by  the  Governor  and  his  advisors ;  there- 
fore, be  it 

Resolved  by  the  House  of  Assembly  (the  Senate  concurring), 
That  we  indorse  this  policy  and  extend  to  our  war  Governor,  his 
Excellency  Walter  E.  Edge,  and  to  his  Adjutant-General,  Fred-

To  the  Senate: 

I  am  returning  herewith  Senate  Bill  No.  134  without  my  ap- 
proval, for  the  reason  that  there  seems  to  be  no  pressing  de- 
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mand  or  need  for  such  an  amendment  to  the  act  ccmcerning  cor- 
porations. The  purpose  of  the  bill  seems  to  be  to  permit  certain 
corporations  to  buy  gold  and  silver  bullion  or  foreign  coins, 
and  I  am  informed  that  the  amendment  was  sought  in  the  be- 
lief that  section  three  of  the  Corporations  Act  would  prohibit 
a  corporation  carrying  on  the  business  of  manufacturing  jewelry 
or  gold  or  silver  wire  for  use  of  jewelers. 

I  am  advised  that  this  act  has  not  been  so  interpreted  as  to 
class  the  purchase  of  gold  or  silver  bullion  or  foreign  coins  for 
the  purpose  of  manufacturing  jewelry  from  it  as  banking,  and 
therefore  the  amendment  does  not  seem  to  be  at  all  necessary. 
As  a  general  policy  I  should  say  that  an  act  like  the  corporations 
law  should  be  altered  only  when  absolutely  necessary.

expending  more  than  fifty  dollars  in  connection  with  any  primary 
or  other  election,  may  disburse  moneys  for  the  purposes  author- 
ized by  this  act  in  furtherance  or  in  aid  of  his  candidacy  without 
selecting  a  bank  or  trust  company  and  depositing  the  funds  ?o

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expended  in  aid  of  his  candidacy;  provided  further,  that  in 
such  case  no  moneys  shall  be  spent  in  furtherance  or  in  aid  of 
the  candidacy  of  such  candidate  except  by  such  candidate  as 
campaign  manager.

other  than  that  so  named.  Any  person  who  shall  expend  or 
aid  or  assist  in  the  expenditure  of  any  such  moneys  for  any 
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purpose  not  authorized  by  this  section,  or  for  any  purpose  not 
in  the  statement  acompanying  such  contribution,  shall  be  guilty 
of  a  misdemeanor  and  liable  to  the  punishment  provided  by 
law  for  misdemeanors."

Whereas,  Inasmuch  as  two-thirds  of  all  ice  used  in  this  State 
is  made  by  artificial  means,  into  which  method  ammonia  is  both 
essential  aiKl  important;  and 

Whereas,  We  are  creditably  informed  that  our  National 
Government  will  need  and  appropriate  for  their  own  martial  uses 
a  ma>or  portioa  of  all  available  ammonia,  thus  preventing  to  a 
large  extent  the  noanuf acture  of  artificial  ice ;  therefore,  in  order 
that  we  may  this  coming  summer  protect  the  health  of  our  citi- 
zenry and  insure  the  preservation  of  our  perishable  food  supply;

Resolved,  That  the  attention  of  the  pepole  of  this  State  be 
called  to  the  gravity  of  this  situation,  that  they  be  and  hereby 
are  urged  in  the  strongest  possible  terms  to  immediately  harvest

9.  Each  member  of  the  [bureau]  Steam  Engine  and  Boiler 
Operators'  License  Bureau  shall  be  entitled  to  have  and  receive 
as  and  for  his  compensation  the  sum  of  [fifteen  hundred]  two 
thousand  dollars  per  year.  The  salary  of  any  member  of  saicj 
bureau,  after  three  years  of  service,  may  be  increased  upon  the 
recommendation  of  the  Commissioner  of  Labor  to  [sixteen] 
twenty-one  hundred  dollars  per  year,  and  upon  like  recommenda- 
tion, after  four  years  of  service,  to  [seventeen]  twenty-two  hun- 
dred dollars  per  year.  Each  member  of  said  bureau,  after 
having  satisfactorily  served  for  five  years,  shall,  if  recommended 
by  the  Commissioner  of  Labor,  be  admitted  to  a  noncompetitive 
promotion  examination  to  be  conducted  by  the  Board  of  Civil 
Service  Commissioners,  and,  upon  successfully  passing  said  ex- 
amination, shall  receive  a  salary  of  [eighteen]  twenty-three  hun- 
dred dollars  per  year.  Each  member  of  said  bureau,  after  having 
served  one  year  subsequent  to  passing  such  promotion  examina- 
tion, shall,  if  recommended  by  the  Commissioner  of  Labor, 
receive  a  salary  of  [nineteen]  twenty-four  hundred  dollars  per 
year,  and  after  two  years'  service  subsequent  to  passing  said 
examination,  shall,  upon  like  recommendation,  receive  a  salary 
of  [two  thousand]  twenty-five  hundred  dollars  per  year.  Each 
member  of  said  bureau  shall  be  entitled  to  and  shall  receive  his 
necessary  expenses  incurred  in  the  performance  of  his  duty.  In 
computing  the  period  of  service  above  referred  to,  the  service 
rendered  by  any  member  of  said  bureau  prior  to  April  first,  one 
thousand  nine  hundred  and  seventeen,  shall  not  be, considered. 
The  salaries  and  expenses  of  the  members  of  said  bureau  shall 
be  payable  monthly  in  the  same  manner  as  the  compensation  of 
other  employees  of  said  Department  of  Labor ;  the  fees  received 
by  the  commissioner  for  such  licenses  shall  be  paid  into  the  State 
treasury.

that  the  House  of  Assembly  will,  in  due  time,  exhibit  particu- 
lar articles  of  impeachment  against  him  and  make  good  the 
same,  and  in  their  name  we  demand  that  the  Senate  take  order 
for  the  appearance  of  said  Wilbur  B.  Speece  to  answer  said 
impeachment.

I  herewith  transmit  to  you  a  bill  which  enables  any  corporation 
of  this  State  to  contribute  to  the  American  Red  Cross  arid 
kindred  organizations. 

You  are  familiar  with  the  patriotic  object  of  the  American 
Red  Cross,  and  also  the  magnitude  of  the  financial  campaigns 
conducted  on  behalf  of  this  organization.  There  will  be  ad- 
ditional campaigns,  some  of  them  perhaps  larger  than  those 
which  have  already  been  made.  It  is  imperative,  for  the  welfare 
of  our  soldiers  and  the  success  of  the  war,  that  the  Red  Cross 
be  liberally  provided  with  funds.  To  do  this  it  will  be  necessary 
to  make  all  avenues  of  contribution  available.  The  Comptroller 
of  the  Currency  has  recommended  to  Congress  that  national 
banks  be  permitted  to  make  contribution  to  the  Red  Cross  out 
of  moneys  available  for  dividends.  The  bill  which  I  am  trans- 
mitting would  make  contributions  of  corporations  in  New  Jersey 
similarly  available.  There  is  no  doubt,  of  course,  but  what  cor- 
portations  are  anxious  to  join  with  private  citizens  in  making 
contributions  for  this  worthy  purpose.  They  are  merely  waiting 
for  the  legislation.

In  my 
judgment,  this  home  rule  legislation  is  sufficient  if  city  authori- 
ties desire  to  include  such  a  provision  as  Senate  Bill  No.  160 
cont^^ins  in  a  municipal  ordinance.  One  purpose  of  the  home 
rule  legislation  was  to  avoid  bothering  the  Legislature  with  every 
trifling  matter  concerning  which  municipalities  needed  enabling 
legislation,  and  I  am  absolutely  opposed  to  beginning  a  p^itch- 
work  on  our  home  rule  laws  for  every  small  detail.

The  act  provides  that  a  corporation 
organized  under  the  act  to  which  this  act  is  a  supplement  shall  be 
empowered  to  exercise  the  franchises,  powers  and  privileges  there- 
tofore exercised  by  it,  apparently  without  regard  to  whether 
such  franchises,  powers  and  privileges  are  authorized  by  the  act 
under  which  it  was  attenn>ted  to  be  incorporated  or  not. 

Furthermore,  1  have  some  fear  that  the  act  is  a  special  act, 
since  it  is  limited  to  a  corporation  which  has  heretofore  been 
organized  or  attempted  to  be  organized,  and  which  has  con- 
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structed  water  works  from  which  water  has  been  supplied  to  a 
township  in  this  State  for  a  period  of  at  least  five  years,  and 
from  which  water  is  still  supplied  to  a  township.  It  seems  to 
me  that  this  so  restricts  the  operation  of  the  act  as  to  make  it  a 
special  act.

Resolved,  That  certified  copies  of  these  resolutions  be  sent 
by  the  Secretary  of  State  to  the  President  and  to  the  presiding 
officers  of  both  branches  of  Congress  and  to  each  of  the  Sena- 
tors and  Representatives  from  New  Jersey.

SENATE  BILL  No.  20.

I  herewith  file  in  the  State  Library,  without  my  approval,  Sen- 
ate bill  number  twenty. 

I  would  be  inclined  to  approve  this  bill,  which  is  needed  because 
of  the  fact  that  the  procedure  of  the  traffic  act  would  apply  under 
the  terms  of  the  bill,  to  the  act  of  191 1  requiring  certain  lights 
for  horse-drawn  vehicles  and  also  requiring  that  the  light  shown 
in  the  rear  shall  be  red.  The  difficulty  is,  however,  that  the  bill 
contains  a  fatal  typographical  error,  making  the  penalty  less  than 
two  dollars  and  fifty  cents.  Under  the  bill  which  would,  if 
enacted,  be  strictly  construed,  no  fine  of  more  than  two  dollars 
and  fifty  cents  could  be  imposed  and  any  sum  under  that  amount 
might  be  fixed,  so  that  if  this  bill  were  approved  the  purpose 
of  the  act  of  191 1  would  be  totally  destroyed.

I  herewith  file  in  the  State  Library,  without  my  approval, 
Senate  bill  numbert  for,ty-three.

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The  principle  of  this  measure  I  heartily  approve.  There  is  a 
real  need,  in  my  judgment,  for  collecting  at  some  central  point 
and  preserving  in  an  accessible  place,  valuable  papers  relating 
to  the  history  and  activities  of  New  Jersey,  but  I  doubt  the 
necessity  for  creating  a  new  and  separate  department  for  this 
purpose.  The  policy  of  the  State  is  to  consolidate  departments 
and  centralize  activities  rather  than  to  add  to  the  administrative 
branches  of  the  State  Government. 

My  suggestion  would  be  that  additional  powers,  and  perhaps 
some  legislation,  be  given  to  the  State  Librarian  in  order  to 
impose  upon  his  department  the  duty  of  collecting  and  preserv- 
ing valuable  records.  It  is  necessary,  at  this  time,  to  carefully 
consider  the  increasing  cost  of  running  the  State  Government, 
which  is  affected  precisely  the  same  as  any  private  business  by 
circumstances  and  conditions.  I  hesitate  to  authorize  a  new 
department,  which,  while  limited  to  an  expenditure  of  $5,000.00 
during  the  first  year,  might  find  that  the  magnitude  of  the  task 
imposed  upon  it  would  require  an  annual  expenditure  running 
into  the  thousands  of  dollars  in  the  years  to  follow.  Conse- 
quently, I  withhold  my  approval  from  the  bill,  at  the  same  time 
that  I  heartily  sympathize  with  the  views  of  those  citizens  who 
urge  the  necessity  of  collecting  and  preserving  records  of  his- 
toric interest.

The  difficulty  is,  however,  that  these  provisions  would  h'ke- 
wise  be  extended  to  ununi  formed  special  officers,  who  under 
our  law  are  considered  as  members  of  police  departments.  To 
my  mind  this  greatly  extends  the  opportunity  for  abuses  under 
such  legislation.  I  am  quite  certain  thalf  if  an  bffktf  Should 
make  a  justifiable  mistake  in  the  exercise  of  his  duty  that  the 
municii>ality  would  gladly  reimburse  him  so  far  as  the  elasticity 
of  a  budget  might  .permit,  to  the  extent  of  any  judgment  for 
damages.  Further,  I  am  confident  any  jury  would  use  com- 
mon sense  to  protect  an  officer  of  the  law  unless  he  were  proven 
in  every  way  unworthy  of  such  protection. 

I  cannot  conceive  that  there  is  any  necessity  among  the  regu- 
lar uniformed  members  of  the  police  departments  in  this  State 
for  this  legislation,  or  that  they  need  such  unusual  protection.

Under  the  present  law  a 
borough  can  have  but  one  assessor,  who  is  elected  by  the  people. 
This  bill  would  provide  for  three  assessors  to  be  appointed  by 
the  mayor  with  the  consent  of  council.  The  appointive  feature 
is  good  and  appeals  to  me,  but  I  fail  to  see  the  necessity  for  three 
assessors  in  a  borough.  The  city  of  Newark,  with  its  vast  popu- 
lation, has  but  three  commissioners  for  the  assessment  of  taxes. 
If  such  an  act  as  the  one  under  consideration  is  gQod  in  principle. 
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it  is  difficult  to  see  why  it  should  not  extend  in  its  application  to 
all  municipalities  coming  within  the  prescribed  classification.

The 
principal  purpose  of  the  bill  is  to  remove  any  doubt  that  the 
State  Highway  Commission  has  the  right  to  acquire  land  or 
other  property  by  condemnation.  In  order  to  carry  out  the 
intent  of  the  Legislature  in  this  respect  the  bill  may  be  impor- 
tant, although  I  am  informed  that  there  is  strong  legal  opin- 
ion to  the  effect  that  no  doubt  exists  regarding  the  powers  of 
the  Highway  Commission  in  this  regard.  However,  irrespec- 
tive of  the  merits  of  the  bill,  it  is  absolutely  necessary  to  decline 
to  approve  it  on  account  of  construction.  It  is  apparent  from 
the  subject  matter  of  the  amendment  to  paragraph  one  that  it 
was  intended  to  be  an  amendment  to  paragraph  one  of  Chap- 
ter fourteen,  P.  L.  1917.  However,  as  the  bill  reads,  it  is  an 
amendment  to  paragraph  one  of  Chapter  fifteen,  P.  L.  191 7, 
and  as  such,  of  course,  operates  to  nullify  the  section  of  the 
act  of  191 7,  which  created  and  established  the  Highway  De- 
partment. Such  a  defect  involves  considerable  danger  -and,  of 
course,  makes  approval  of  the  act  out  of  the  question.

I  herewith  file  in  the  State  Library,  without  my  approval, 
Senate  Bill  number  two  hundred  and  twenty-eight,  for  the  reason 
that  the  object  is  already  accomplished  by  legislation  heretofore 
approved. 

The  sole  purpose  of  this  bill  is  to  require  that  the  reports  of 
accountants  engaged  to  audit  the  finances  of  a  city  shall  be  pub- 
lished within  thirty  days  after  the  same  is  received.  This,  of 
course,  is  most  necessary  by  way  of  informing  the  public  the 
result  of  such  audits  and  consequently  as  further  safeguard 
against  fraud.  This  is  provided  for  fully,  however,  by  Assembly 
Bills  numbers  one  hundred  and  forty  and  one  hundred  and  forty- 
one,  which  I  have  already  approved.  Assembly  Bill  number 
one  hundred  and  forty  provides  that  the  municipal  accountant 
shall  file  the  report  of  his  audit  with  the  Commissioner  of  Mu- 
nicipal Accounts  at  the  State  House,  in  Trenton,  within  five 
days  after  he  has  filed  his  report  with  the  municipality  or  county ; 
Assembly  Bill  number  one  hundred  and  forty-one  provides  that 
the  clerk  of  the  municipality  or  the  clerk  of  the  board  of  free- 
holders, as  the  case  may  be,  shall  publish  a  summary  of  such 
audit  and  recommendations  within  thirty  days  after  the  receipt 
of  the  report,  under  penalty  of  a  fine  of  $10.00  per  day  for 
each  day  of  delay  after  the  thirty-day  period;  and,  therefore, 
the  legislation  already  approved  seems  to  be  even  stronger  on 
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this  point  than  Senate  Bill  number  two  hundred  and  twenty-eight, 
which  is,  therefore,  unnecessary.

I  herewith  file  in  the  State  Library,  without  my  approval, 
Senate  Bill  two  hundred  and  twenty-nine. 

This  bill  provides  for  a  new  office,  known  as  Auditor  of  Ac- 
counts, in  cities  of  the  first  class.  I  appreciate  the  situation  in 
Jersey  City  which  inspired  the  legislation,  but  it  seems  to  me  that 
it  will  not  in  any  way  accomplish  the  object  sought  as  I  under- 
stand it,  i.  e.,  a  check  upon  the  method  of  expenditure  on  the 
part  of  the  City  Commission  as  under  the  terms  of  this  act,  the 
Auditor  is  a  creature  of  the  Commission,  being  appointed,  and  his 
salary  fixed  by  it.  Further,  I  would  draw  attention  to  the  fact 
that  I  have  already  approved  Assembly  Bills  140  and  141,  which 
provide  for  an  audit  annually  in  cities  and  counties  having  an 
assessed  valuation  in  excess  of  three  million  dollars  by  a  State 
Auditor,  the  result,  of  such  audit  to  be  published  in  the  official 
newspapers  of  such  county  or  municipality.  It  is  true  that  Senate 
229  provides  that  the  auditor  shall  certify  that  funds  are  avail- 
able before  payment  can  be  made  from  the  State  Treasure'. 
There  is,  however,  a  criminal  statute  aflFecting  municipalities, 
covering  just  such  a  situation.  An  auditor  of  accounts  appointed 
independently  of  the  City  Government  with  power  within  the 
lines  of  recent  financial  legislation  might  be  of  real  benefit,  but 
otherwise,  it  appeals  to  me  as  simply  an  extra  official  and  a  con- 
sequent unnecessary,  additional  expense. 

The  Commission  Government  acts  now  in  operation  and  aflFect- 
ing the  municipal  government  of  Jersey  City  are,  in  my  judg- 
ment, snffcient  at  the  present  time  to  accompiish  all  that  is  com- 
prehended in  Senate  129. 
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I  might  also  draw  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  act  as  originally 
introduced  provided  that  such  appointees  should  be  appointed 
under  Civil  Service  rules,  but  the  act  as  finally  passed  removes 
this  restriction.  Further,  the  salary  in  the  original  act  was  stipu- 
lated to  be  not  less  than  the  salary  of  the  Mayor,  thus  apparently 
providing  for  a  high  grade  auditor.  In  the  bill  finally  passed, 
this  provision  is  entirely  eliminated.

I  herewith  file  in  the  State  Library,  without  my  approval, 
Senate  Substitute  for  Committee  Substitute  for  Senate  Bill  num- 
ber two  hundred  and  forty-one,  for  the  reason  that  I  do  not 
believe  this  bill  harmonizes  with  the  fundamental  principle  of 
Civil  Service.    The  effect  of  the  bill  is  to  provide  the  same  pro- 
tection that  is  afforded  a  person  in  the  competitive  class  of  the 
classified  service  to  a  person  who  has  been  advanced  from  such 
competitive  class  by  promotion  to  a  position  in  the  exempt  class. 
I  believe  thoroughly  in  Civil  Service,  but  when  one  is  pro- 
moted to  a  position  not  construed  by  the  Legislature  or  other 
authority  as  properly  within  the  protected  class,  then  the  incum- 
bent of  such  position  should  not  have  the  protection  which  it 
was  never  intended  that  he  should  have.    If  it  is  maintained  that 
any  particular  office  in  the  exempt  class  should  be  protected  in 
the  same  way  as  a  position  in  the  competitive  class,  then  the 
proper  procedure,  it  seems  to  me,  is  to  put  the  particular  office  in 
the  competitive  class.    My  judgment  is  that  to  give  the  protection 
of  the  competitive  class  to  positions  in  the  exempt  class  would  be 
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a  one-sided  proposition,  and  would  tend  to  destroy  the  under- 
lying principle  of  exempt  positions.

I  herewith  file  in  the  State  Library,  without  my  approval, 
Committee  Substitute  for  Senate  Bill  number  two  hundred  and 
forty-six. 

The  effect  of  this  bill  would  be  to  increase  the  salaries  of 
surrogates,  registers  of  deeds  and  mortgages,  county  clerks  and 
sheriffs  from  $4,500.00  to  $5,500.00  in  Atlantic  county,  from 
$2,500.00  to  $3,000.00  in  Cape  May  county,  from  $2,000.00  to 
$2,500.00  in  Ocean  county  and  from  $2,500.00  to  $3,000.00  in 
Sussex  county.  I  am  prepared  to  admit  that  there  may  be  justifi- 
cation for  some  increased  salaries  in  some  of  these  counties  and 
perhaps  in  other  counties  of  the  State,  but  I  am  absolutely  op- 
posed to  adding  to  inequalities  of  compensation  already  existing. 
The  entire  subject  of  salaries  of  county  officials  warrants  a 
general  readjustment  to  meet  in  an  equitable  way  changing  popu- 
lation and  new  conditions.  The  entire  subject  cannot  be  given 
justice  by  patchwork  methods  such  as  is  contemplated  by  piece- 
meal legislation  from  year  to  year  affecting  certain  counties  in 
such  a  way  as  merely  to  add  to  the  inequalities. 

While  I  might  be  inclined  to  favor  some  of  the  increase!^ 
provided  for  in  the  bill  under  consideration,  the  bill  is  so  drawn 
as  to  make  any  serious  consideration  of  it  out  of  the  question. 
For  instance,  it  provides  that  in  counties  between  thirty  thou- 
sand and  fifty  thousand  inhabitants,  the  salaries  of  these  officials 
shall  be  $2,500.00.  while  in  counties  between  twenty-four  thou- 
sand and  thirty  thousand  inhabitants  the  salaries  are  made 
$3,000.00.  In  other  words,  under  this  bill  a  county  like  Sussex, 
with    twenty-five   thousand    population,    would    pay   its   county 
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officials  more  money  than  cotmties  with  fifty  thousand  popula- 
tion ;  and,  similarly,  Ocean  county,  with  about  twenty-three  thou- 
sand inhabitants,  would  pay  its  county  officials  as  much  as  a 
county  with  fifty  thousand  inhabitants.  I  fail  to  see  any  logic 
in  fixing  the  salary  without  regard  to  population. 

I  am  approving  Assembly  Bill  number  four  hundred  and  nine- 
teen, which  amends  the  same  section  of  the  act  of  1906,  for  the 
reason  that  this  bill  omits  all  of  the  glaring  inequalities  in  Com- 
mittee Substitute  for  Senate  number  two  hundred  and  forty-six, 
and  simply  increases  the  salary  of  county  officials  in  Ocean  county 
from  $2,000.00  to  $2,400.00.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  county 
officials  in  Cape  May  county,  with  24,407  population,  receive 
$2,500.00,  while  those  officials  in  Ocean,  with  23,01 1  population, 
or  only  1,396  less  than  Cape  May,  get  but  $2,000.00,  it  seems  to 
me  that  this  increase  of  $400.00  is  justifiable  and  in  the  interest 
of  equality  and  uniformity.

This  bill  is  intended  to  increase  the  advertising*  rates  in  small 
counties  by  making  it  identical  with  the  leg^al  rate  in  all  other 
counties.  While  I  have  every  sympathy  for  the  rural  news- 
paper, and  am  firmly  convinced  regarding  its  tremendous  value 
in  a  community,  yet  it  cannot  be  gainsaid  that  $1.20  per  inch  is 
a  very  fair  price  for  advertising  in  local  communities.  Cer- 
tainly it  is  not  consistent  to  pay  the  same  advertising*  rates  to 
papers  having  comparatively  small  circulation  as  it  is  to  news- 
papers having  circulations  running  into  the  thousands.  The 
same  principle  applies  to  comimercial  advertising.  Advertising 
must  be  looked  upon  in  the  same  way  as  any  other  commodity, 
and  in  this  case  circulation  is  quantity.  You  pay  so  much  more 
for  a  gross  of  eggs  than  you  do  for  a  dozen  eggs. 

One  advertising  rate  all  over  the  State,  irrespective  of  the  num- 
ber of  people  reached,  is  contrary  to  business  principles.

Disposition  of  bills  and  joint  resolutions  intorduced  during  the  One 
Hundred  and  Forty-second  Session  New  Jersey  Legislature.  Convened,  Tues- 
day, January  8th,  1918.  Adjourned,  Thursday,  February  28th,  1918.  Duration, 
eight  weeks. 

During  the  session,  which  was  the  shortest  in  calendar  days  and  first  to 
complete  its  work  within  two  calendar  months  since  the  adoption  of  the  Con- 
stitution in  1844,  a  total  of  697  bills  and  14  joint  resolutions  were  introduced, 
of  which  number  262  bills  and  2  joint  resolutions  originated  in  the  Senate, 
and  435  bills  and  12  joint  resolutions  originated  in  the  House  of  Assembly. 
Of  that  total,  382  bills  and  5  joint  resolutions  passed  both  houses  and  were 
delivered  to  the  Governor,  leaving  a  total  of  315  bills  and  9  joint  resolutions 
that  failed  to  reach  final  passage.  The  Governor  approved  290  bills  and  5 
joint  resolutions,  making  a  total  of  295  laws  for  the  session  of  1918  as 
against  289  last  year.  Of  the  total  number  of  bills  and  joint  resolutions 
presented  to  the  Governor,  executive  approval  was  withheld  from  81  bills, 
all  of  which  were  returned  to  the  house  of  origin  with  a  veto  and  later 
sustained,  or  filed  in  the  State  Library.  The  Governor  also  returned  to  the 
Legislature  by  request  a  total  of  11  bills,  5  of  which  were  returned  a  second 
time  and  became  laws.  Of  the  measures  from  which  executive  approval 
was  withheld,  59  bills  originated  in  the  House  and  33  in  the  Senate.  Of 
the  laws  for  1918,  134  bills  and  2  joint  resolutions  originated  in  the  Senate, 
while  156  bills  and  3  joint  resolutions  originated  in  the  House.
